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Stop the presses! Hold everything]! 
American Bernie Schreiber won the 
French round of the World Observed 
Trials Championship. The Bultaco- 
mounted Schreiber (104) bested 
Martin Lampkin (117.3), Yrjo 
Vesterinen (127.9), Jaime Subira 
(133), Ulf Karlsson, Rob Shepard, 
Mick Andrews, Gargot, Malcolm 
Rathmell and Abad. It was.the first 
win ever for an American in world 
trials competition. 


The win boosted Schreiber's 
points total to 20 and moved him to 
sixth place behind Vesterinen 
(50). Lampkin (47), Ulf Karsson (28), 
Rob Shepard (27), and Mick 
Andrews (26). 


The World vs. American Speedway 
match races were postponed by a week 
due to the seemingly endless supply of 
precipitation in Southern California. 
The schedule now stands at: Ventura, 
March 7, Costa Mesa, March 10, San 
Bernardino, March 11, Ascot Park, 
March 16, Costa Mesa March 17 and 
San Bernardino, March 18. 


The March 5 Stone Mountain 
Eastern Region National Enduro, 
held near Dalton, GA, drew a 
record 695 riders. The newly 
instituted “AA” class (a super “A” 
class for the 14 top-ranked riders in 
the nation) was won by Bill Geier 
(KTM). Gary Younkins (KTM) took 
“A” class honors while Frank Gallo 
topped the “B” class. Guess who 
won the Senior class. Right — 
John Penton (Pen). Coverage next 
week. 


Team Honda mechanic Bill Buchka's 
weekly telephone update on Brad 
Lackey’s European MX doings has 
“Bad Brad” winning again, this time 
in France. In a Mar. 5 500cc 
International meet at Gasny, Lackey 
put his Buchka-tuned Honda on top 
with a 2-1-1 afternoon tally. Second 
was Frenchman Daniel Pean, riding a 
Maico on his home track, with a 1-3-2 
score. Maico’s Hans Maisch took 
fourth with a 3-2-3 over Sachs rider 
Willi Bauer who turned in a 6-4-4 day. 


Lackey didn’t have Heikki Mikkola 
to contend with in France; Team 
Yamaha's 500cc World Champion 
raced in another 500cc 
International meet in Belgium 
instead, taking the overall win with 
a 1-1 score. Jaak Van Velthoven, 
riding a KTM, claimed second with 
a 3-2 total, and he was followed by 
Maico-mounted Ivan van den 
Broeck who had a 2-3 day. Team 
Honda’s Graham Noyce turned in a 





4-4 performance for fourth overall 
at the Mar. 5 event in Wuustwezel. 


In a classic example of how important 
one letter can be in a cast of 
thousands, a typo went through in the 
last issue changing the entire meaning 
of the paragraph.

Series,” it read. Wrong. Entries are 
now open.

In a sweeping management 
reshuffle, Kawasaki Motors 
Corporation has appointed former 
Western Region Sales Manager 
Terry Tiernan to the position of 
National Sales Manager. Tiernan 
also fills in as acting Director of 
Marketing for KMC following the 
resignation. of Graham_ Kirk. 
Replacing Tiernan as Regional 
Manager for Western Area is Joe 
Ramos. Former Los Angeles area 
district manager Dave Stone has 
been assigned the Regional Sales 
Manager for the Central Area 
position. KMC President for the 
past 11 years, “George” 
Hamawaki has been promoted and 
rotated back to Japan; he is 
replaced in the U.S. by Mr. Soji 
Yamada. 


Gary Scott has relinquished his Evel 
Knievel sponsorship and will now ride 
under the KK Motorcycle Supply 
banner. Scott, contacted by phone at 
his Springfield, OH residence just 
prior to leaving for Daytona, stressed 
the fact that the split was one of 
necessity. “In Evel's present situation 
(Knievel is presently serving a much- 
publicized jail sentence), it has 
become increasingly harder to conduct 
the dealings related to our sponsorship 
program,” commented Scott. "I do 
feel that once Evel's situation is cleared 
up, he will be sguarely behind me once 
again.” 


“To mount a successful challenge 
for the AMA Grand National 
Championship title | really need 
someone who can be dealt with on 
an everyday basis,” Scott 
continued, “J.R. Kelley (president 
of KK Motorcycle Supply in 
Dayton, OH is that man. J.R. has 
always been behind me 100%. 
Now he will also be my sponsor.” 


Defending Daytona 200 champion 
Steve Baker will ride a Yamaha Motor 
Canada TZ750 tuned by Bob Work on 
a one-time-only basis in the 200-miler 
previewed elsewhere in this issue. 





Other reports filtering in from 
Daytona as we go to press say that 
Kenny Roberts has been turning 
177 mph trap speeds on the 
restrictor-plated 750, down from 
last year’s 191 mph. But King 
Kenny still hasn't gotten warmed 
up. 


Easterner Rich Schlacter will be riding 
the “Dark Horse” Z-1 built and tuned 
by Alan and Mark Milford. Mike 
Baldwin rode the bike last year at 
Laguna Seca's Superbike Production 
race, where he worked from a last- 
place start to finish seventh. In the 
200-mile race, Schlacter will team 
with tuner Kevin Cameron in a 
privateer effort. 


Two of the Yoshimura R&D 
Superbike Production entries have 
posted 153 mph trap speeds at 
Daytona. Wes Cooley, Jr. did it on 
the Kawasaki Z-1, while Steve 
McLaughlin posted his with a 
Suzuki GS1000. 


McLaughlin, by the way, is being 
transported around Daytona — 
including jaunts around the pits — by 
a chauffeur-driven Cadillac limousine 
that Cycle News’ man on the scene 
described as “big as a motorhome.” 
McLaughlin hired the limo for the 
week. 


Ron Pierce will contest Daytona on 
a brand-new Yamaha TZ750 he 
bought himself. Pierce, who 
qualified seventh last year (fastest 
non-OW replica) will have tuning 
help. from Bob Work, who'll also 
handle Steve Baker’s machinery. 
Pierce described the bike as being 
faster than the one he rode last 
year, even with the restrictor 
plates. 


At Daytona, Gary Scott said of the 
restrictor plates: “I guarantee it's 
gonna be a lot better for racing. The 
bikes are not as fast; they don’t have 
that blinding acceleration. They've 
got good mid-range and you can 
torque out of a corner like a four- 
stroke.” Said Dave Emde, “It takes 
away a lot, but the bike is more fun to 
ride. You have to ride it hard like a 
250.” 


Gene Romero’s Don Vesco- 
sponsored TZ750 will be very easy 
to spot at Daytona — it's painted a 
bright fluorescent orange. 


Taking over the CMC banner in 
Sacramento will be Jon Boyette, Hon 
Herrera of J’hont Motocross, Bule 
Campbell, and D&C promoter Pat 
Doyle. The decisions were made early 
last week when CMC President Stu 
Peters met with the various prospects. 
Hon Herrera will be taking most of the 
BOSS Motocross crew with her. 


The Winter-AMA was the first in a 
series of Regional Motocross 
Championships for AMA Novice 
Pros. After the completion of the 


series, Kippy Pierce (125cc), Gary ` 


Pustelak (250cc) and Wemyss 
Scott (500cc) are the Eastern 
Region leaders; Randy Kirschbaum 
(125cc), Kirk Bigelow (250cc) and 
Monte Anderson (500cc) lead the 
Central Region; and Gregg Toyama 
(125cc), Steve Rhyan (250cc) and 
Dan Waller (500cc) head up the 
Western Region. 


In addition to being named captain of 
the Exeter Falcons speedway team in 
Great Britain, Scott Autrey will have a 
Weslake works ride for 1978.

ATLANTA, GA, MAR. 4 

The new faces on Team Honda are kicking the 
heck out of the established team riders. Two 
weeks ago in Seattle, it was Jimmy Ellis using 
his throttle to show the world why he is wearing

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red, white and blue. Tonight, in 
the Mr. PiBB Superbowl of Mo- 
tocross South, it was Marty Tripes’ 
turn. 

In a show of aggressiveness and de- 
termined riding that he hasn't shown 
in past seasons, Tripes burned the 
competition in Atlanta Stadium just 
like he did in winning the 1972 and ‘73 
L.A. Coliseum Superbowl of Moto- 
cross events. 

Tripes' victory came at the expense 
of Kent Howerton and Rich Eierstedt. 
Eierstedt, aboard a Team Can-Am 
mount tuned by Mike Stark, was 
turned aside after leading 12 laps by 
Tripes and his Merle Anderson- 
prepared Honda. Kent Howerton then 
charged up to challenge the pair on his 
Steve Bradshaw-tuned factory Suzuki 
succeeding in dropping Eierstedt to 
third and giving Tripes a run for the 


money. 

Danny LaPorte and Mike Bell 
rounded out the top five in the final 
tally. LaPorte experienced a stuck 
carb float late in the event on his Pat 
Alexander-prepared factory Suzuki, 
and it slowed his charge. Bell was ‘a 
threat with his Dave Osterman-tuned 
Team Yamaha, but never moved past 
fifth place. 

Rain did not plague the event as'īt 
did last year. However, cold weather 
did and that made more than a few 
riders heading for sunny Florida with 
thought of warm weather and little'or 
no cold weather gear mighty 
miserable. Even those who were 
prepared suffered, for strong winds 
made conditions even more 
unpleasant. 

The track was acknowledged by 
most riders as one of the best stadium 
tracks they had ridden on. Attention ™ 








was given in the layout to provisions 
for two and sometimes three lines to 
choose from in many sectins. 

Jim Pomeroy was one of the riders 
who voiced an objection. “I like the 
wide open spaces.” 

Promoter Mike Goodwin introduced 
a novel approach in the Atlanta event 
by adding an individual sponsor's 
name to the qualifying, semis, 
consolation and final event. In order, 
the sponsor list read: Scott USA, Bel- 
Ray Lubricants, WXIA-TV, Z-93 
Radio, Goodyear, Honda, Stadium 
Hotel and finally Mr. PiBB. 


Qualifying motos 

Seattle. Supercross. winner Jimmy 
Ellis started the evening moving with a 
holeshot in the first qualifying moto 
„that left all but Honda teammate 
Steve Wise in the dust. As the field 
swooped into turn one, a four-rider 
crash that included Mike Bell and 
Mickey Kessler, spread out the action. 
Ellis quickly found that he had Jimmy 
Weinert for company, and the pair 
spent lap one running high and low 
lines through the berms on the 
serpentine nine-turn torture test. 

Ellis bobbled momentarily and 
Weinert shot past, a green streak in a 
field of red, white and blue as Ellis, 
Warren Reid and Steve Wise formed a 
flying wedge. Back in the pack, Mike 
Bell was cutting through traffic, 
looking for one of the five transfer 
spots with determination. Privateer 
Suzuki rider Mark Robillard was also 
on the move. 

Although racing was fierce through 
the field, the center of attention was 
the fight for the lead between Weinert 
and Ellis. By lap six of the 10-lap 
event, the pair were wheel-to-wheel in 
some part of the course. Ellis sought to 
pass again and again, but Weinert 
held. 

On the white flag lap the pair flew 
over the finish line jump side by side 
with the edge upon landing to 
Weinert. Ellis tried inside and outside 
lines before the pair hit the roller 
coaster back stretch and then fell in 
behind Weinert’s faster line through 
the rough stuff. Weinert’s engine 
seized and Ellis moved past. 

With Weinert out, Reid and Wise 
moved to second and third with Bell 
and Robillard coming up to take the 
final transfer spots. 

“Hey,” said Weinert later, “be 
sure you tell everyone that the Jammer 
is back, I’m looking good and Fm 
going to be mean at Daytona:” 

Marty Tripes got a second chance to 
show the frozen Atlanta fans his 
starting technigue as the gate partially 
hung up on the initial start of moto 
two and brought out the red flag.

‘Two laps later, Maico-mounted Terry 
Clark, with Danny LaPorte tagging 
along, dropped Eiersted to fifth. 


Don Kudakski’s debut as Harley- 
avidson's sole factory-sponsored rider 
ame to an abrupt end when engine 
roblems stopped “Killer” in the early 
aps. 

Privateer Greg Theiss put his Suzuki 
quarely in the lead position as the 
hird; qualifier got underway. Once 
gain the starting gate hung up, but 
here, was no restart. The next time 
round it was Gaylon Mosier putting 
awasaki’s colors out front. The third 
lap saw another leader, Bob Hannah, 
nd. Hannah stayed there for good. 
ex Staten, on the Bassett Racing 








Products-sponsored Yamaha, led the 
battle for second with Stackable and 
Mosier swapping positions behind. 
Theiss had dropped to fifth. Gary 
Jones was putting the Ammex through 
its paces showing Yamaha teamster 
Broc Glover what little experience can 
do. 

The final three laps had the crowd 
on their feet as Mosier suddenly 
gobbled up and spit out Staten and 
then set out to do the same to Hannah. 
Mosier almost pulled it off. He was 
three lengths short when the checkers 
waved. 

In the final qualifier, it appeared that 
Kent Howerton didn’t want to be 
bothered with the rest of the 
competition so he split at the drop of 
the gate and never looked back. Mark 
Barnett, Howerton’s Suzuki teammate 
had the same idea. 

Frank Stacy was the KTM sandwich 
filling between the leading Suzukis 
and double Honda trouble in the form 
of Tommy Croft and Marty Smith. 
Smith tired of the game in the late laps 
and zapped Croft and then Stacy to 
cruise home in third. E 

Tony DiStefano, sixth on the 
opening lap, tangled with another 
rider and spent the rest of the race 
working his way to 12th. 


Semis 

Mickey Boone, the tobacco chewing 
“Carolina Hillbilly,” ousted Marty 
Moates in a Suzuki battle for the win 
in the Goodyear semi. Moates ran his 
LOP-sponsored mount in the lead for 
the opening five laps with Boone then 
taking over for the final five on his “B 
Team” Suzuki mount. The pressure 
remained on throughout the race where 
only two riders would transfer to the 
final. Lurking close behind were 
Maico riders Sam Dayton, John 
Calathes and Denny Schwartz waiting 
for someone to make a mistake. 

When the checkered flag feil on the 
Honda semi, it was Gary Semics and 
Rick Burgett with tickets to the final 
leaving Tony DiStefano, Broc Glover 
and Kenny Zahrt waiting at the 
station. 

In the closing laps DiStefano 
continuously challenged Burgett for 
second spot, but could not make any 
of his passes stick. On the final lap 
both Burgett and DiStefano made a 
run on the Can-Am of Semics only to 
come up short. 


Consolation 


A battle of National Champions - 


ensued in the Stadium Hotel 
consolation race. Only one transfer 
spot was open and both 125cc Champ 
Broc Glover and 250cc Champ Tony 
DiStefano were determined to get it. 
DiStefano grabbed the lead at the start 
only to have Glover steal it on lap two. 
Denny Schwartz then moved up to 
make it a three rider contest. 


On lap five, DiStefano bobbled and 
went down as he was challenging for 
the led. He was up quickly, but Glover 
had all he needed to scoot to the win 
and the final. 


Final 


Riders who weren't preoccupied 
with psyching themselves up for the 
start or deciding on just which line was 
the right one to get them through the 
first turn, spent their time keeping 
themselves warm. 

The gate dropped and Rich 
Eierstedt and Danny LaPorte charged 
away from the starting gate trailed by 
a blaze of color and ear splitting noise. 

As the pack squeezed together to 
funnel into turn one, and then two, 
four riders tangled and went down. A 
night that was relatively free of crashes 
produced one that took out Bob 
Hannah, Jimmy Ellis, Rick Burgeti, 
Rex Staten and Gaylon Mosier. 
Hannah and Burgett remounted at the 
back of the pack followed by Ellis and

Staten as Mosier tried feverishly to 
repair a stretched throttle cable. 

Suddenly, half a lap behind, Marty 
Smith blasted off the starting line. 
“How can you explain it,” Marty 
commented later. “I was in the 
bathroom when the gate dropped. It 
was just a dumb mistake.” By the end 
of the event, Smith had worked his 
way to 14th. 

By the end of lap one, Steve 
Stackable had bulled his way past 
LaPorte and into second with Mickey 
Boone, Gary Semis, Marty Tripes, 
Kent Howerton, Mike Bell, Marty 
Moates, Jim Pomeroy, Tommy Croft, 
Steve Wise and the rest of the field 
strung out behind leader Rich 
Eierstedt. The crash victims, including 
Mosier were all underway. 

On lap three Mosier stopped in the 
mechanic’s area for help with the 
throttle cable, which was hanging the 
throttle wide open in off-again, on- 
again spurts. One lap later Stackable 
caught his leg in a hole and twisted his 
knee. He immediately dropped off the 
pace and rode the rest of the race in 
pain. 

Tripes was on the move from lap 
two on and by lap five moved himself 
into third place behind Boone while 
Eierstedt continued to be the master of 
the track. 

Bob Hannah was also truckin’ hard 
to make up for lost ground with Rex 
Staten glued to his rear as the pair 
danced through slower traffic. “I'll 
have to get them at Daytona,” said 
Staten later. I've got a secret weapon 
this year. His name is Marty Smith. 
He's my tuner. Honest, his name really 
is Marty Smith.” 

Rick Burgett, in his haste to make 
up for the first turn pileup, got 
another worm's eye view of the front 
straight on lap six. Mark Barnett tried 
the same thing a few laps later and, in 
the closing laps, Burgett did an 
encore. 

On about lap eight, Pomeroy and 
Steve Wise tangled and Pomeroy came 
away with a bent shifter which slowed 
him considerably. Tripes continued to 
close the gap between himself and 
LaPorte as the pair crept closer to 
Eierstedt. Boone, Howerton, Bell and 
Semics were being tailed by Croft,

remainder of the 25-rider field played 
snake. 

Eierstedt really began to feel the 
pressure on lap 10 as Tripes swooped 
past LaPorte in a two line berm. 
Tripes then gobbled up what ground 
remained between himself and 
Eierstedt and began to pressure the 
Can-Am rider relentlessly. On the next 
go around the pair tested each other 
with Ejierstedt continually closing the 
door to Tripes’s advance. But Tripes, 
in his eighth year of Supercross 
competition, called on experience and 
daring to out-gas Eierstedt on the bone 
jarring whoop-de-doo section. 

Once passed, Eierstedt seemed to 
lose concentration. Howerton, who 
had taken advantage of the raging 
battle to move closer to the front three 
moved past LaPorte and Eierstedt. 
LaPorte, now plagued with a sticking 
carb float, slowed, allowing Eierstedt 
to move back to third. 

Almost forgotten in the intensity of 
the war being waged in the first four 
positions were Mike Bell and Tommy 
Croft who waged their own private 
battle for fifth with occasional 
challenges from Mickey Boone. 

Tripes was not to be denied victory 
in the final four laps although 
Howerton made a sincere effort to reel 
in the fleet Honda rider. 

In the winner's ceremonies at which 
Ellis was awarded a $250 check in the 
Toyota Tower competition for the 
longest jump of the evening, “Captain 
Cobalt,” added his name to the list of 
riders who will be looking to make up 
for lost time at Daytona. 

Round three should be one helluva 
event. e

thumps Chaparrals 
National Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAR. 5 


Team Honda's Mike Hannon thumped his way 
to the overall victory at the Chaparrals M.C. 
American Motorcyclist Association National 
Enduro, dropping eight points for a convincing 


win for his new sponsor. Mike 
signed on for the '78 enduro sea- 
son to campaign 500cc four- 
strokes but the new bikes haven't 


arrived yet so he rode a slightly 
modified, Bill Bell-tuned, C&J-framed 
XL-350. 

Honda is committed to a serious 
enduro effort this year and they 
showed up with a rolling garage for 
the three Team Honda riders. Don 
Sanford, also on a big bore four- 
stroke, had a flat tire on the first loop, 
which in combination with the power 
robbing wet sand, ran him out of gas. 
Rick Munyon rode a new XL-250 
(which received the hop-up treatment 
from Bell) to second overall, first 
250cc for an impressive debut for the 





new twin exhaust, short stroke 
thumper. Honda R&D personnel flew 
in from Japan to observe first hand 
what kind of terrain their bikes would 
be riding. 

The three-loop enduro was a true 
National caliber event, even before the 
week long rains played havoc on the 
course. The Chaparrals were working 
right up to the last minute marking, as 
the rain and wind was tearing down 
the markers as fast as they put them 
up. A heavy rain on Saturday turned 
the pit area into a quagmire and many 
riders had to park on Trona Road. A 
few unfortunate souls had to be pulled 
out of the normally firm area by four- 
wheel drive vehicles. One motor home 
took three vehicles to unstick. 

The enduro drew around 400 





entries but many stayed home due to 
the heavy rain. The hardy riders who 
rode had to cope with a strange 
substance which most were not used 
to: mud. The first three miles of the 
first loop had desert veterans slipping 
and sliding around as they tried to 
adjust to a new riding style. Youngest 
finisher Bobby Langley (80 Yam) 
almost had his ride terminated when 
he got stuck up to the tank just three 
miles out. Lucikly, his dad came by 
and pulled him out. 

The first loop was as far as the “C” 
riders would ride but they rode the 
same schedule as. the “A” and “B” 
riders. Dan Cline (KTM) was the 
only “C” rider to zero the loop with 
teammate Tom Chow (Suz) following 
close behind with two points lost. 
Chow won the 200cc class while Cline 
picked up the 250cc class trophy. 

Jim Broomfield won the "C" Open 
class with two points. The long 47 mile 
loop had many riders running out of 
gas due to the wet sand. 

The second loop ran across Hwy. 
395 into the Rand Mountains. A fast 
24 mph average had most riders down 
a few points. Riders were amazed to 








drop into tight little canyons and find 
running water to slosh through. At the 
end of the second loop, the “B” riders 
were finished. Husky-mounted Dave 
Rogers won a automatic transfer to 
“A” for the overall “B” win with a 
four-point score. 

Many “A” riders were whipped by 
the hard riding on the two previous 
loops and the 30 mph average for most 
of the loop had knowledgeable riders 
shaking their heads. They knew they 
could not maintain the average. They 
were right. A check soon after the five- 
mile mark, a speed change to 30 mph 
and they were off and running, so to 
speak. 

When the rooster tails settled, Mike 
Hannon had clearly bested the field. 
There were two checks in the 30 mph 
section. Hannon dropped just three 
points at each check. Most of the 
District-37 “A” riders were five to 10 
minutes late at each one. 

Three pucker up downhills were the 
most memorable obstacles that the 
riders remembered. The last was the 
infamous “Invader” downhill, named 
for the desert club who uses it every 
year in their hare and hound. The 
Invaders, out marking their upcoming 
race, gathered to watch how the 
enduro riders handle “their” hill. They 
reported that District-37 Open Class 
Number Two John Townsend (KTM) 
took an easy way down instead of 
coming down the face of the hill. John 
had company when Jerry Counts also 


. took the easy way, but they had to 


listen to the jeers of the Invaders. An 
18-minute reset got most riders back 
on time for one last “timekeepers” 
check, which A.C. Bakken (Hus), 
among others, managed to burn by a 
minute. A.C., a former desert number 
one plate holder, is going to make an 
outstanding enduro rider. He took 
third in the Open class. 

Other notable scores included 
District-36 riders Glen Topliff and 
George Hendrix (D-36 Number One 
Enduro rider) who took fourth and 
fifth in the Open “A” class. 

Ken Lewis, Jr. won the Open “A” 
class with a fine 13 point score. 

Jerry Bailey (Yam) edged out Jerry 
Counts for the 200cc “A” class win by 
just one point. The little bikes deserve 
a lot of credit as it was definitely a big 
bike course. 

The event took on an international 
flavor with the entry of Jock Crichton, 
all the way from Scotland. Jock rode 
the event a couple of years ago while 
on vacation and vowed to return. He 
even set up a pool back home at the 
local pub with the proceeds to charity. 
Jock ran out of gas on the first loop on 
‘a borrowed bike but still finished. 

All in all, the event was excellent 
and will make the AMA happy. It’s too 
bad more National riders didn’t come 
out to see how a Western National is 
run. It would have been interesting to 
see how they would have done. e

Passing other riders 


By Bob Hannah as told to Jim Gianatsis 


“The basic rule is: Racing is passing. That is, 
never follow the same lines of the fellow you're 
trying to pass. Probably the best example of 
this took place in the recent Trans-AMA Series. 


Mark Barnett and Chuck Sun 
were racing each other in the 
Support class for the overall win 
at Buchanan, Michigan. lt was the 


last lap of the final moto with Chuck just 
a few feet in front of Mark. Whoever 
won the final moto would take the 
overall win. The track was super 
muddy, and by the final moto it was 


full of deep ruts. Chuck ran his Husky 
into a rut so deep it killed the engine. 
Mark was following so closely on the 
same line that he followed Chuck into 
the rut and rammed his Suzuki into 
the back of Chuck’s bike. The rut was 
so deep that Mark couldn't get out, so 
he had to sit there while Chuck got off 
his Husky, found neutral, restarted the 
engine and pulled out of the rut ahead 
of Mark to win the moto and the race. 


If Mark had been on a different line he 
would have won the race. 

“The only time I'll follow a guy is in 
a certain corner where I've planned in 
advance to pass him. Then I'll slack 
off a bit going into the corner so I can 
make my turn sooner and get the drive 
on him as we accelerate out of the 
corner. The trick is to get on the gas 
before he does, anid the only way to do 
that is not be on on his rear wheel. 


“Otherwise, I always use opposite 
lines to the guy Im trying to pass. So if 
he falls, I don’t fall. I can then pass 
him. If you criss-cross, you also don’t 
get hit with any rocks or dirt. 

“Try to keep your momentum up 
when you're passing riders. Don’t slow 
to their speed, but time yourself so you 
come up on them in a place you can 


pass without any trouble. Then’ passi 
them quickly and pull away so the 
won’t try to race you. 

“Always set up a guy in advance fo: 
a safe place to pass. Don't take 
chances. Probably the only time J 
don’t follow that rule is in stadiu 
racing where the motos are so sho! 
you don't have time to wait for a safe 
passing place. That's when you have td 
go crazy trying to get by other riders 

Starts are more important i 
stadium racing than anywhere elsq 
because the tracks are so tight and 
there's so little time to work up from 4 
bad start. Whoever gets the holesho 
will probably win, but I’ve managed tq 
come from the middle of the pack 4 
bunch of times, like last year’s Atlant 
and Daytona Supercross races.”

In Memorium 


Dud 
Perkins 


How do you say goodbye to an 
old friend? When Dud Perkins, 
Sr. passed away on Feb. 26 at the 
age of 84, a lot of good memories 
came to mind. I can think of no other 
individual in the realm of 
motorcycling who was so involved in so 
many ways for such a long period of 
time. 

Dud’s interest in motorcycling 
spanned close to 70 years, and I 

loubt that it will ever be equaled or 
surpassed by any of us. 

The official record will say that Dud 
was a motorcycle dealer, a former 
racer, a former champion hillclimber, 
a former member of the AMA 
Competition Committee and a former 
sponsor of many racers. 

Many people knew Dud by sight and 
brief conversations. I was one of the 
fortunate ones to know him away from 
the track and the various motorcycle 
functions. 

His outlook on life in general was 
different than most. His approach to 
the everyday happenings in life were 
unique to say the least. He was always 
the gentleman and always: willing to 
contribute whatever was asked, 
regardless of whether the other party 
was a business competitor or not. 

There is not enough space in this 
publication to list all of the things that 
I know of personally about the good 
things Dud has done for many of us 
who knew him because of our common 
interest in motorcycles. 

Now he is gone and I, like so many 
others, am going to miss that fine old 
gentleman that I considered a true 
friend. 

No longer will we see Dud, 
stopwatch in hand, clocking those 
riders as they come down the front 
straightaway at all those tracks he 
attended for so many years. 

No longer will I be able to hand him 
the microphone to officially open the 
San Jose National Mile races as I did 
for so many years. But the race goes 
on, and I am sure he will be watching. 

For more than 80 years of his life he 
was going strong — something that all 
of us hope for, I guess. 

A few years ago we created a “Dud 
Perkins Award” which is given 
annually to an individual who in some 
way contributes to the advancement of 
motorcycling. It is the only major 
award of its type in our cycling world 
and should remain that way. 

Smooth riding and keep the wind to 
your back. A lot of us are better people 
because of what we shared with him. 
Goodbye, Dud.

World Championship Trials Series - Round Two 


Vesterinen scores again

RHAYADER, ENGLAND, FEB. 18 


World Champion Yrjo Vesterinen came back 
from frozen Finland to give another ice show 


in artic Wales on Saturday 


and for the 


second successive week, other trials stars were 


left in the cold. 


Using a measure of cunning 
and a new soft-compound 
Pirelli tire, the Bultaco man 
who served his trials apprenticeship in 
sub-zero Scandinavia scored his second 
win in the world title series to take a 
ten-point lead over Bultaco teammate 
Martin Lampkin. 


Jetting home to Helsinki midweek 
from Belfast and returning to Wales at 
his own expense, Vesterinen 
repeatedly let his running partner, 
Swedish champion Ulf Karlsson be the 
oa pig at sections. 
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Then when Karlsson discovered the 
worst of the hazards at his own expen- 
se, the World Champion turned on the 
magic he had showed in Ulster to beat 
Karlsson by a clear 16 marks. 


While Martin Lampkin maintained 
his challenge with a fourth place. 
foliowed by John Reynolds (320 SWM) 
and Rob Edwards (310 Montesa), the 
most warming performance on this 
bitter February day in the snow cap- 
ped Rhayader hills was the perfor- 
mance of former European champion 
Mick Andrews. 


No longer with the inhibitions of 








machine development around his 
neck, the Yamaha man let his riding 
do the talking - and he finished third. 

But the results of this second round 
of the ten-round title chase threw up 
some unusual placings. Malcolm 
Rathmell, brilliant in areas where 
there was grip to be had, couldn't keep 
the lightweight Suzuki from sliding on 
ice, and had to settle for the un- 
familiar confines of tenth spot for the 
second week. 


French national champion 
Christian Desnoyers outpointed Fren- 
ch international champion Charles 
Coutard to score his first world title 
points while Coutard slipped down to 
15th place, and even British champion 


Rob Shepherd finished 13th, out- 
classed by younger brother Norman. 

The muddy slot that followed Cef- 
nilyn’s icy stream held no fears for 
Derrick Edmundson or Mike Leddy, 
and a big crowd gave the Welsh 
champion a rousing cheer for his early 
clean on the Suzuki. 

But immaculate poise and spot-on 
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timing of the throttle gave Rob Fd- 
wards the lead - and the only clear of 
the group. 

Andrewsand Karlsson departed’ for 
Cross Keys, the second group, only two 
down, closely followed by Martin 
Lampkin, John Reynolds and 
Malcolm Rathmell on three - but at 
Cross Keys Rathmell fived in a big way 
and never managed to get back in the 
groove. Edwards’ Montesa cut dead 
and that's the way his chances looked 
too until the Bultaco back-up crew 


came to his aid with a new coil. 
The ice on the rocks at Ashfield's 


stream grew thicker with each attem- 
pt, and it was here that Vesterinen 
made the first thrust for supremacy: 

Allowing himself the luxury ofa 
three in fifth sub and a pair of prods in 
the last, Vesterinen's score went’ upto 
12 marks - but all of his main rivals 
came sliding to a halt. Mick Andrews 
was thriftiest, completing the hill fora 
total of eight, but Edwards and Martin 
Lampkin both conceded a pair of fives 
on the unfriendly ice. 

Even the spectators suffered; and 











one unfortunate soul's viewing came to 
an end at Cross Keys when she slipped 
on ice and was taken to hospital with a 
broken leg. 

Spectators also figured in the action 
at Hillgate, when American Mark 
Eggar won a reprieve, but failed to 
better a five on his re-run up the 
hazardous root banking. 

Nick Jefferies too tangled with a 
wayward photographer near the exit, 
and his superb clean burst at the 
second attempt left the appreciative 
crowd with a whiff of Castrol R to 
savour from the exhaust of the CCM. 

Shepherd lost his battle with the 
only other four-stroke in the trial, and 
pulled another five, and while Belgian 
champion Jean-Marie Lejeune, Richie

Vesterinen cast away a prod at the 
spot where he had gone swimming a 
year earlier, and completed the five 
subs for a total of four. 

Desnoyers was nothing if not spec- 
tacular. After Karlsson disected a line 
of spectators and shot out a saving 
dab, Desnoyers, flapping all over the 
banking on his Montesa, looked 
somehow the young Frenchman kept 
bike and body together with 
exaggerated body lean, and made it 
clean through the cards. 

Bernie Schreiber, smiling his ap- 
proval of a trial he reckoned was “still 
more fun than Ulster,” had to contend 
with a detached damper at Allty Bont 
that subscribed to a string of three 
consecutive fives. Liberal use of wire 
kept him in business. 

Vesterinen’s ploy of using Karlsson 
as a test bed was readily apparent at 
Doliago. where he put the Swede in to 
bat. 

Karlsson's back end wedged in at 
the penultimate sub - Vesterinen spot- 
ted the danger - and put in another 
brilliant ride. Rathmell too showed a 
flash of pure ability, but Edwards 
dropped five more and Reynolds 
needed to footslog over the up the 
rocky stream, 

Fhe big. round rocks at Cwm sent 
scores soaring, and this time, not even 
Vesterinen was immune. He bagged a 
pair of fives in quick succession where 
Andrews and Reynolds managed to 
keep to three and below. 

But Talwrn’s sections were unap- 
proachable. Vesterinen fell to 5-3-5-5- 
3; sequence while Rathmell, Martin 
Lampkin, Karlsson and Reynolds all 
pulled back a couple of marks. 

The highlight was two dabs by Rob 
Edwards, albeit sandwiched between 
two pairs of fives. 

If Rhayader club officials had not 
decided to spread salt on the slopes of 
Caban, the final group, that would 
have been just as fruitless. Filling up 
his empty tank from brother Sid's 
Bultaco, Martin Lampkin pulled two 
marks closer to Mick Andrews, drop- 
ping 11 to Mick's 13. 

Karlsson needed something special 
ifthe was to have any chance of closing 
the 12-mark gap between himself and 
the leader. It didn't happen. The tall 
Swede finished with another five - and 
Vesterinen banged home the wedge 
with the best performance of the day.@

Personality: 


Ann Mennell, enduro rid

Through dust-specked goggles, Ann Mennell 
surveys the beginning of another desert enduro 
from atop her motorcycle. Bundled up against 
a brisk morning breeze, she awaits the start of 


this day’s competition, the Silver 
Dollar Enduro. 


Few women can be seen in the 
mass of color-coordinated bodies 


and motorcycles that have converged 
on the start-finish line. Motorcycle 
competition of any kind is primarily a 
man’s sport, but the 29-year-old 
Redondo Beach, Californian seems 
quite at home as the excitement 
unfolds around her in the form of 
wheelies and an occasional crash as the 
time-staggered groups ride off into the 
early morning sun. 


She chats with fellow members of 
the Bar Benders West M.C. with whom 
she will be riding today. They are 
smiling and giving each other 
encouragement, tension mounting as 
they near their turn at the start line. 
Soon talk.turns, to silence as they, don 


the last of their protective gear, the 
flashy-colored helmets. 

The mood was different earlier this 
morning as Ann, the second-ranked 
woman enduro rider in AMA District 
37, sat on the bumper of the family 
camper. She and husband Bob, away 
from the daily pressures of job and 
city, were enjoying a weekend of fun 
with friends and sport. 

"That's probably the best part of 
coming to these races,” says Ann, 
adjusting her riding boots and shin 
guards. “It gives us an opportunity to 
get out here away from it all and relax. 
The Bar Benders West enjoy being 
together on these outings. 


“It’s as much fun to sit around the 
campfire the night before a race as it is 
to race,” she adds, “there’s a lot of 
camaraderie.” 

She, points, out „there , is, always 





something different to talk about, 
thanks to the diverse backgrounds of 
the group's 150 members. They come 
from all walks of life: doctor, 
engineer, housewife, mechanic. 

Ann, a native of Virginia who came 
to California six years ago and got a 
job with the Air Force in Los Angeles, 
has been competing in motorcycle 
races for nearly three years. Prior to 
that, she had never ridden. 

“It was kind of a spontaneous 
thing,” she says of her indoctrination 
to motorcycles. “Bob bought a new 
bike and taught me how to ride it. Our 
neighbors, who have ridden four 
years, talked us into enduro riding. It’s 
been a habit since.” 

As the bikes got bigger and faster, 
Ann, once a self-proclaimed 
conservative from the South, started 
winning trophies in what most people 
consider a dangerous hobby. 

Recalling her first race, she smiles 
candidly, “It was a real comedy. Here 
I was, all hyped up for my first big 
race. I get to the start line, and my 
bike had a flat tire. It was depressing. 
But we filled the tire with a temporary 
repair material, and I managed to 
finish the race, although I didn’t win.” 

Since then, Ann has entered nearly

75 races and has traveled as far away 
as Arizona to compete in major events; 
The trophies have come almost 
regularly; the overflow from the house: 
decorates the windowsill and desk of 
her otherwise government-issue office: 

Most recently, she captured a first:in 
her class (Women's Expert) at the Cal 
State 100, a head-to-head match held 
Oct. 2 in Lucerne Valley among.top 
riders from throughout the state. 

Other contests she has entered 
include the Tonto 150 enduro, a 
grueling 170-mile race outside 
Phoenix, Arizona, which drew 240 
entrants and 100 finishers. Ann 
became the first woman ever to 
conquer the course. At two separate 
outings at the 1976-76 Women's 
Motocross Nationals held at Carlsbad 
and Indian Dunes, she finished third 
each time. 

Over the years, Ann has owned,a 
few motorcycles. Since that first 
Suzuki 185, she has owned 250, 360 
and 400cc Husgvarnas, a 250cc 
Kawasaki trials bike, and is currently, 
riding a Yamaha IT 400, a Christmas 
gift from Bob. 

All work on the motorcycles. .is 
performed by the Mennells. “Most 
people don’t have the time to spend on,

their machines,” says Ann. "They 
would rather take the bike to a shop or 
Pay a friend to do the work.” 

Amn figures they save a lot of money 
in labor expenses by doing their own 
work, but Bob guickly adds that Ann's 
antics — an occasional crash or 
mishap — keep him in business 
repairing a broken this or a bent that. 

As race time nears, the weekday 
secretary turned weekend racer makes 
final adjustments to her equipment 
and gives her sky-blue racing machine 
a quick once over. A reference chart, 
which marks the time between check 
points, is scanned and memorized. 

Back at the starting line, the 
atmosphere is all business. Ann pushes 
her 270-pound, 40 horsepower bike 
into position, alongside her husband 
and friends. A starter’s hand goes up, 
fingers counting down in unison with 
the voice, five...four...three...two 
...one. With a hearty stomp on the 
kick starter, Ann's bike springs to life 
as almost instantly she meshes the 
gearbox into first. Easing out the 
clutch and snapping open the throttle, 
the rear wheel digs, sending a rooster 
tail of sand into the air. 

Throughout the two-loop course, 
which totals 61 miles over some tough 
cactus-dotted terrain, steep climbs 
andmore than one gully, Ann expertly 
guides her Yamaha. After an hour in 
the'saddle, the body begins to feel the 
strain it is being subjected to. The dirt 
has long since crept through the 
helmet and neckerchief. The once 
brisk air has been heated by a 
parching sun. 

Nearly three hours later, at the 
finish line, a weary Ann Mennell 
brakes her bike to a stop and is clocked 
in for the last time this day. As she 
rémoves her helmet, a mask of dirt 
powders her face, a trickle of sweat 
runs down her forehead. It was not 
easy, this race. The course has spilled 
many a rider, including Ann, who 
found herself looking up instead of 
down at her bike. 

A small patch of paint is missing 
from the left side of her helmet; the 
gas tank, too, is no longer brand new. 
She has lost her tool bag, but not her 
smile. 

A grin sweeps across her face — 
written with fatigue and frustration, 
but'most of all happiness, all of which 
come with the job. As Ann Mennell 
looks at it, whether she wins a race or 
loses — she is really a winner. If it 
doesn't show on the outside, she surely 
fēels it on the inside: " ' e

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mission controls... 


...and parts 
sales 


In coming months, some of you 
may notice some spot shortages in 
aftermarket or add-on parts. It 
won't be because the parts aren't 
being made. What's happened is that 
emission control laws have panicked 
dealers into cancelling orders on some 
items, particularly engine performance 
parts for '78 models. 

I say “panicked” with reason, for 
recent developments show that dealers 
may have canceled unnecessarily. 
What's the major flap? It all has to do 
with what the law calls “anti-tamper- 
ing. 

Having placed all cars and motor- 
cycles under emission controls, the 
bureaucrats want them to stay under. 
Therefore, it’s illegal to “remove or 
render inoperative” an emission con- 
trol device. In the case of motorcycles, 
the “emission control device” is simply 
an engine made to fixed, precise specs 
such that it can be certified as “clean.” 

“Tampering” as it’s interpreted for 
motorcycles, can mean modifying any 
emissions-related part of that engine 
in such a way that it will run “dirtier” 
than stock. The government has gone 
on to define those parts believed to be 
emissions-related. Briefly, they are 
pistons, rings, heads, cylinders, valves, 
valve gear, cams, porting, manifolds 
(intake and exhaust) carburetion 
(right down to the jetting), air 


cleaners, ignition, and possibly 
mufflers. 
This is what has the dealers 


panicked about modified parts. Plus, 
they know that a violation of -the 
tampering law carries with it up to 
$10,000 fine per vehicle. 

However, much of the fear is 
misplaced, according to MIC 
President Alan Isley and other 
industry spokesmen. First, the law 
applies only to motorcycles actually 
made after January 1, 1978; and the 
general market has yet to see one, 
although we're well into the 1978 
model . year. (More about that, 
shortly.) Second, when the emission- 
controlled models do appear, there are 
set procedures by which most 
aftermarket parts can be sold without 
breaking the law. 


Let's go back to that “date of 
manufacture” bit. Any new motor- 
cycle has a vehicle ID plate located 
(usually) on the steering head. It may 
say “1978 MODEL” in big bold 
characters, but that does not necessarily 
mean the bike in question is under 
emission control. The thing to look for 
is the date of manufacture, which will 
be stamped in smaller characters 
somewhere on the ID plate. 

(I might also add that a race bike 
with no lights is not an emission- 
controlled motorcycle. Therefore 
motorcycles whose ID plates say 
“competition only, not intended for 
road use” are exempt. So are 
aftermarket parts which are similarly 
marked, when used for off-road, on- 
track competition. If “racing only” 
parts wind up on an emission-controlled 
street bike and somebody is caught at 
it, that zs tampering. Word to the wise 
an’ all that.) 

As you read this, virtually every 


1978 model in use or on the showroom 
floor will carry a '77 date of 
manufacture. The Big Four importers 
are just now receiving their first 
emission-controlled ‘78s for service 
training and testing. This means that, 
at present, none of your dealer's 
current repair/modification business 
is subject to the tampering regs; and 
that means he has nothing to fear, 
today, with, respect to emission 
controls. 

What of tomorrow? When the 
emission-controlled bikes start to enter 
the stream of commerce, they will be 
subject to the anti-tampering laws. 
However, MIC has been able to 
obtain, from the federal EPA, some 
guidelines to advise dealers and 
mechanics on what's legal and what 
isn't. These things are considered 
legal: 


1) Use of a non-original part (includ- 
ing a rebuilt part) as a replacement 
solely for repair and/or maintenance. 
Simple fix-it is OK, as long as it’s been 
done according to the manufacturer's 
specs. 

2) Use of a non-original part as an 
add-on or auxiliary. An example 
might be a spark arrestor installed as 
an add-on, or an oil cooler. 

3) Adjustments or alterations to a 
part or system, if the dealer has reason 
to believe the work won't make the 
engine run “dirtier.” That “reason to 
believe” part deserves some elaboration. 

According to the feds, a dealer can 
feel safe if the work he's doing is done 
according to the manufacturer's repair/ 
adjustment/tuning specs. 
cover things like re-timing, valve 
adjustment, re-jetting within limits. If 
it’s in the manual for that particular 
emission-controlled model, it’s OK. 
Certifying that the stuff in the manual 
is correct, that’s the manufacturer's 
burden. (And boy, have they howled!) 

There are other “reasons to believe” 
with respect to modified parts. If the 
maker of the part certifies in writing 
that the part conforms, the dealer is 
off the hook. If the parts-maker lied, 
he gets the fine. Another, more 
powerful indicator is if any state or 
federal agency has specifically certified 
the part. (In California, that's 
mandatory. More on that later.) 

Finally (and this last is also a power- 
ful, cost-effective tool, if the bike- 
builders and the aftermarket parts 
builders want to work together for 
mutual survival) the feds say that if a 
biker-maker* has already tested a 
“worst case” model with functionally 
similar optional equipment, and that 
“worst case” bike passed the tests, then 
the parts are as good as certified. 

Want that another way? Suppose 
you, next year, buy a 1979 Suzuki 
GS1000, and you decide you'd like to 
put a set of 29mm smoothbores and a 
trick collector exhaust on it. If the 
Suzuki factory has already certified a 
Super-gonzo Production Racer version 
with a similar carb and exhaust set-up, 
the other makers of similar parts are 
able to ride in on the factory’s coattails, 
so to speak. The MIC has said it will 
publish the results of all emissions 
certification tests, so aftermarket parts 
builders will be able to find out what 
kind of equipment has passed the tests. 

Another encouraging sign: Honda 
and Kawasaki reps promised, at a 
recent industry workshop/seminar, 
that their firms would soon release 


This ‘can. 


early production emission-controlled 
bikes for loan to aftermarket exhaust 
makers, so the pipe-builders could do 
their own testing and certification. 
Other factories are being urged to 
follow suit, in a spirit of good faith. 

If all parts of the industry do get to- 
gether for mutual survival, it will 
lessen the hassle of living with emission 
controls. However, we're not totally 
out of the woods, for the bureaucrats 
(who caused this mess in the first 
place) are still fumbling. 

Congress, when it modified the 
Clean Air Act, told the EPA it had two 
years to come up with a “short test” 
(sort of a quickie bench-test) for 
aftermarket parts certification. Full 
certification is presently a long- 
duration, involved process that can 
cost the tester upwards of $60,000 per 
engine family tested. Very few goddie- 
makers have this kind of bread. It now 
looks as though it’s going to take the 
full two years to come up with a short 
test. So EPA issued its “reason to 
believe” guidelines as a stopgap. 

Meanwhile, in California, the Air 
Resources Board has made 
aftermarket parts certification 
mandatory. Unfortunately, having 
laid down the law, the C.A.R.B. hasn't 
yet come up with set procedures for 
certification, Instead, the parts 
builders are being asked to “negotiate” 
om a piece-by-piece basis to determine 
whether each part is or is not going to 
“dirty” the engine’s exhaust. Real 
cute, C.A.R.B. For this they hired all 
those highly-educated staffers, huh? 

However, once a parts-maker does 
wangle a California certification for 
his cam, carbs, CDI, whatever, it’s 
automatically a certified part in the 
other 49 states. If you sense that it 
gives a few dewey-eyed C.A.R.B. staff- 
persons more power than they deserve, 
you're right. But that's the law. Read 
it and weep. At least they haven't 
made it impossible to do business. Just 
difficult. 


...and road 
racing 


As of January 1, 1978, it became 
an emission-controlled world for 
manufacturers of street-going 
motorcycles. That shouldn’t af- 
fect what happens on the racetrack — 
or should it? Much depends on the 
state you’re in — of mind and/or 
residence. 

Here's the basic law: After January 1, 
1978 it is illegal to build for sale in the 
U.S. any motorcycle over 50cc, having 
head, tail and stop lights, unless the 
machine conforms to certain emission 
limits. Under the law, the importer of 
a foreign-made bike is stuck with the 
responsibilities of the “builder.” 

How does this work out in practice? 
The major bike makers in Japan and 
Europe have done, or are doing, most 
of the mega-buck research to satisfy 
themselves that they can build 
emission-controlled motorcycles that 
meet the present limits (a sliding scale 
based on displacement, spelled out in 
grams of pollutant per mile). 

The U.S. builder or importer then 
has to prove to the U.S. government 
and the California Air Resources 
Board (if the bike is to be sold in 


California) that each “engine family” 
meets the limits. Full certification 
currently costs roughly $60,000 per 
engine family. The suppliers have 
already said flatly they will import 
and/or build only those models they 
can sell enough of to justify the fee. 

Most, if not all, of the popular:]- 
model four-strokes conform easily and 
sell in sufficient volume to justify 
certification costs. Most, if not all,’ iof 
the better European exotica (four- 
stroke variety) also conform. The 
unsettled question is, how many 
models will actually be imported and 
in what quantities? (Those who build 
or import less than 10,000 bikes a year 
are given a break on the certification 
that saves them about $10,000.) There 
is even an open chance that Yamaha 
will have a certifiable RD400 by 1979, 
though their decision to import it will 
be a “marketing question, rather than 
a technical one.” 

OK, lets say your favorite pro- 
duction racer has survived the cut, 
and is available for sale. Now all you 
gotta do is prepare it — clean up.the 
ports, add a cam and some of those 
smoothbore carbs, jet it to run strong 
without blowing up, and go for it « 
right? Uh, how about a qualified 
“maybe?” 

You see, there’s this thing called 
“anti-tampering” that’s written into 
the clean air laws of both the U.S. and 
Calfiornia. It was written in to keep 
the car folks from throwing away their 
emission control gadgets to make their 
cars run right. It also applies, to 
motorcycles in that it’s illegal. .to 
"remove or render inoperative” „an 
emission control system. 


In motorcycles, the “emission con- 
trol system” is simply an engine built 
with sufficient precision that it burns 
its fuel cleaning and at the proper 
temperatures for low emissions. The 
law takes the tack that to modify any 
*emissions-related part” of that engitie 
is tampering. The government has 
gone on to define emission-relātēd 
parts as cylinders, heads, pistons, 
rings, valves, valve train, cams, 
manifolds (intake and exhaust), 
carburetion, air filters, ignition 
timing, spark plug heat range and 
possibly mufflers if their modification 
affects jetting. (If your club requires 
stock exhausts for Production class 
status, this latter question becomés 
academic.) 

So it boils down to this: Does 
preparing an emission-controlled pro- 
duction bike for racing constitute 
tampering? There is both a strict 
construction of the law and a loose 
construction. Under the -strict view, 
once a machine is manufactured as an 
emission-controlled unit, it can meyer 
be modified, even if used off-road. 
This would require emission- 
controlled street bikes (the ones built 
after January 1, 1978) to be raced with 
all emissions-related parts intact, 
including jetting! 1 

Taking the opposite viewpoint; {the 
“loose” interpretation of the daw 
hinges on the federal Clean Air Acts 
definition of a motor vehicle as a self- 
propelled device used for 
transportation. If it's not used» for 
transportation (say for racing, show, 
or competition, instead) then it doesn’t 
come under the Clean Air Act and you 
can do anything to it, as long as/it’s 
confined to the track. Hey, that's neat, 








you say. We're home free, racing as 
usual, an’ all that. 

The hooker is, neither viewpoint has 
been tested. Until some poor joker 
goes to court and fights the battle, it’s 
all opinion. The common speculation 
(voiced at a recent MIC workshop) is 
that the bureaucrats will leave racing 
alone until somebody makes it a 
flagrantly-abused loophole (like if 
10,000 “racing only” carb conversions 
should show up on the street). 

For the good of all concerned, it's 
up to racers and their sponsoring 
organizations to help prevent abuses. 
The aftermarket speed-goodie 
suppliers will do their bit by clearly 
marking all their parts as either 
“racing only” or “conforms to such- 
and-such standard when installed on a 
1978 Barnstormer 750.” 

Even the moto-press may do its bit, 
albeit reluctantly. You see, in Califor- 
Nia (where most of the mags are 
published), it’s illegal to “advise or 
instruct” someone in tampering with 
his emission-controlled motor. Or as 
‘one moto-editor put it, “No more ‘how 
to' make your street bike go fast’ 
articles. From now on it'll be ‘how to 
prepare your race bike’.” 

This last may be a good thing; if it 
encourages more riders to give up 
tavern-to-tavern racing and take up 
serious competition, road racing may 
see some honest and needed growth in 
this country. 

We also may, for better or worse, 
see the final straw that separates the 
Streetbike and road racing worlds. If 
you see factory involvement in racing 
as ‘stemming from a marketing/ 
promotional identification between the 
race bikes and what sells — you may 
be disheartened. 

We may see at least one opportunity 
that might benefit racers and factories 
alike. Suppose (just for grins) you 
could call an informal meeting of 
AMA, AFM, AAMRR, WERRA and 
any other club with a stake in the 
game; and bring them together with 
reps from all the manufacturers, to 
provoke the following discussion: 

The law says emission controls only 
apply to bikes with all the lights. OK, 
on the one side, the racing 
organizations will drop any pretention 
tostreet legality as a condition of ''pro- 
duction” status — only certain volume 
and availability-to-general public re- 
guirements will be specified. 

Now Yamaha, here, has a long- 
standing production run of very fast 
two-stroke twins which, stripped of 
lights, signals, battery and heavy 
mufflers, could (or should) sell about 
as cheaply as the “loaded” version did 
m:especially after you drop the costs of 
emissions certification. And over 
there, Can-Am has a few existing 
models that could adapt very nicely; 
also at a better price if all the street 
legal stuff weren't reguired. And you 
other guys: Suzuki, Honda, Bultaco, 
KTM, and all, you have two stroke 
motocross and/or dirt track 
machinery that could also adapt to 
“production racing” at a price far 
below that of full-on GP machinery. 

Is that worth a shot? Hey, I'm dead 
against these regulations, and the ones 
Dfear are to follow. But, being stuck 
with them, maybe we can turn them 
into a disguised blessing. The bike 
makers want a way to continue to sell 
certain motorcycle engine models 
without the hassle and expense of 
certification. Racers want 
continuing supply of fast motorcycles 
at/fairly stable prices. And no one 
really wants to open the can of worms 
which the racing and/or modification 
of emission-controlled motorcycles can 
become. If it means giving up the 
pretense that we could race what we 
ridé to work, so be it. It was fun while 
it lasted.

Steve Eklund got the 1978 AMA Grand National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series season off to a very good start. As a matter of fact, he got the season off 
to a better start than anyone else in recent history by winning the first two 
Series events, the TT and short track held in the Houston Astrodome. 

Eklund, who was the top AMA Junior in 1975 and Rookie of the Year in 
1976, has placed in the top five of the Camel Pro Series in the two years he’s 
been Expert-ranked. Known as the favorite in short track and TT 
competition, he is also respected on the miles and half miles of the Camel Pro 
circuit, and this year has added a Yamaha TZ750E to his arsenal. He is 
sponsored by Mario Zanotti, a Stanford University mathematics professor. 


How did you get started in motor- 
cyling? 

I've been riding motorcycles since I 
was 12. My father had a motorcycle, 
which got me enthused. I never gave 
much thought about racing but I had 
this friend that was into it, and I 
wanted to get into it. So, finally I got 
around to going to my first Sportsman 
race with him. 

How did you do in that first race? 

I don’t think I did too well. Well, as a 
matter of fact, I did pretty good. I 
made the main event, anyway. I think 
I got a third or fourth. I had a 250cc 
Ossa — kind of obsolete now. At the 
time it was a pretty good bike. 

How long did you ride Sportsman? 
I rode Sportsman for three years. 
Novice, Junior and Expert — I did it 
all in one season. However, I broke my 
leg in my third Expert race. I was out 
for a whole year. 

After I got healed up again, I got 
back into it. That’s the reason for 
starting so late. I'd be right around the 
younger age of most other racers. 

Then after I rode a half year as an 
Expert in Sportsman, I got into my 
first Novice race — Class C Novice. I 
think I was 18. 

What were the big memories from 
your Novice and Junior years? 

My Novice years were really good. 
Ascot was my favorite track. We had 
one of those 250cc twins — TA250s. 
Those things were really the hot set-up 
for a Novice. At Ascot I was the overall 
Novice point leader, and also as a 
Junior. 

I was the top Junior in the nation 
and I was the regional points leader. 

I raced all the regionals and got top 
regional honors. I got a nice check and 
it helped me out a lot. As a Junior you 
can’t make anything. 

Your first year as an Expert — was 
Houston your first race? 

My first race was at Dallas — they still 
had Dallas then. That was my first 
short track. I did really well there, set 
fast time. Then the rest of the day 
didn't turn out so well. I won my heat 
race, but in the first lap of the main I 
got knocked down and that caused the 
spark plug to foul and I pulled off. 
What was your first National win at 
Pontiac like? 

It was pretty neat. I rode the 750cc 
twin on that track. The track was 
pretty small but the conditions were 
pretty decent. It was fairly tacky. That 
was the year that the 500cc singles 
came out and just about everyone had 
one. I was kind of worried because I 
figured the 500cc single was the way to 
go, but at the time we didn’t have one. 
But, shoot, the 750 worked really well. 
Did you lead the race all the way? 
Yeah. I got out in front and led the 


whole race. Randy Cleek — at that 
time he was doing really well also — he 
got second. 

What happened the next night? 

Well, things were going pretty good, I 
ended up seventh. The short track was 
pretty bad. It was slippery, just a 
groove — a narrow groove inside. If 
you didn’t have a fairly good spot on 
the line, you’d get stuck in the back of 
the pack. You couldn't do any good 
passing at all. I didn't get a very good 
start and kind of got stuck in the pack. 
Your rookie Expert year was also the 
year you got into road racing? 

Yeah. About halfway through the 
season. 

How did you work into that? What 
got you interested? 

Well, my sponsor, he's always liked 
road racing. Being that he's from 
Italy, that’s kind of his thing. He liked 
road racing, and though never a 
champion, he raced one or two road 
races. It’s a little more sophisticated 
type of racing. That's why he was 
involved in Italy, because there are no 
dirt tracks in Italy. 

Did you have any difficulty making 
the transition from dirt tracks to 
road race? 

It's so different, though it's just like 
dirt track in that you have to have a lot 
of experience. I didn’t have any 
experience at all when I first hopped 
on it, but I did fairly well. Of course 
the things, unfortunately, seize all the 
time. I fell off three or four times in 
the past two years. It kind of destroys 
your confidence. And when you ride 
one of those things, you gotta have a 
lot of confidence. If you don't have a 
lot of confidence, you can’t do very 
well — it breaks ‘down your 
concentration, 


Did you start with club events or 
AMA Novice events? 

AMA Novice. My first race was at 
Laguna Seca. I wanted to ride in 
practice, but my sponsor built the 
thing up from scratch and it was a 
long project building. I rode the 
Laguna Seca heat race and was third, 
but in the main event we had trouble 
with the front brake and didn’t get a 
chance to finish the full main event. 
We took about four or five laps, and it 
was over. 

That year we went to an AFM event 
at Riverside and rode that. The bike 
seized and spit me off. I broke my 
collarbone. That was at the end of the 
season — I didn’t miss any races. 

About a month or two later after 
that, it was all healed up. The 
beginning of the next year we went to 
Daytona. I was doing really well. We 
practiced the whole week long and the 
thing had an ignition problem on the 
line just before the start of the heat 








race. That was it. I didn’t get a chance 
to go out and qualify. You have to 
finish the heat race in order to qualify 
for the main. 
What other road races did you run 
last year? 
Last year we hit all the road race 
Nationals on the west coast. Which 
was Sears Point, where I got a fourth 
and Riverside where I got a fifth. 
What about the dirt track Nationals 
last year? You dropped from fourth 
to fifth. 
Well, my rookie year I won three 
Nationals (Pontiac TT, Santa Fe short 
track and Peoria TT), although last 
year I was more consistent on the half 
miles and miles. In my rookie year we 
had a little bit of trouble with the 
Harleys. We weren't averaging too 
well on the half miles at all because we 
had too many troubles. And it just so 
happened last year — the points — 
between Springer and Boody, they 
were doing so well. They just did way 
better than they did the year before. 
You finished behind Scott and 
Roberts. 
Yeah, well Gary Scott, Kenny, Boody 
and Springer are usually the main 
contenders. They were the ones that 
were finishing just about all the 
Nationals, except Kenny, who was 
having a lot of problems. But he 
picked up all the points in road racing. 
Scott, Boody and Springer, man, they 
managed to make just about all the 
Nationals and do really well. 
How many Nationals did you win 
last year? 
I only won one National — the Santa 
Fe short track — but I was more 
consistent on the half miles and miles 
than my rookie year. 
You led the spring San Jose Mile 
going into the last lap, didn’t you? 
Yes. Come the white flag, I was 
leading, and going down the back 
straightaway towards the checkered 
flag. I had some ignition troubles, and 
Gary Scott just managed to scoot right 
in there. 
What about this year’s equipment? 
‘We'll have 250cc Yamahas with a Boss 
frame for short track. I'm going to 
have a 500cc single for smaller-track 
TTs and as a back-up machine. And 
we'll have a 750cc twin. Then, we'll 
have the Harley-Davidsons for half 
miles and miles and then we'll have the 
TZ750 for road races. 
What are you, Mario and Tom going 
to do to get ready for this year? 
Right now, we're in the process of 
doing a lot of improvements for the 
Harleys. My sponsor has ideas for 
more horsepower which we need on 
the miles — not so much on the half 
miles. We can get by on the half miles. 
But, for the miles we hope for more 
horsepower. Mario’s looking into that. 

We've got the short tracker and the 
TTers pretty much set up for the 
season. Right now we're working on 
the road racer, so that takes up all our 
time. It's a new thing for us. Once we 
get done with Daytona, we'll pretty 
much get involved with the dirt 
trackers, although Sears Point is the 
next National after Daytona so we 
won't be having much done on the dirt 
trackers. 

After Sears Point we'll park the road 
racer and devote all to the dirt 
trackers. We're behind schedule as far 
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as getting mechanical things together 
engine wise. The chassis is pretty well 
dialed in. 


„You stay in Illinois when the 


Nationals are back East, right? 

I've got these people I stay with. They 
really get involved with me in the 
racing when Im back there, which is 
real nice, because if it weren't for 
them, my expenses would be way 
above what they are usually. 

After each National I get to, we just 
head back for their house, which is in 
Plainfield. So it's kind of nice; after 
each National we have a place to go. I 
know, most riders, after they leave a 
National, they have to stay in a hotel, 
or stay at a shop, or sleep in their van. 
You still have to sleep in your van, 
don't you? 

Yeah, in fact we just went practicing 
at Riverside, got there a little late at 
night and ended up sleeping in the 
van. That's the way it goes. You have 
to keep at it. 

Tell us about the practice session. 
Everything is still new to me in road 
racing. As a Novice and first year 
Expert on the 250, I didn’t really feel 
comfortable and I didn’t actually 
know what I was doing. The 750 is 
actually a little easier to ride for me, 
and now that we've gone out three or 
four times, I’m actually getting used to 
the thing and getting more confidence 
on it. All I need is more practice time, 
and I think I'll be fairly competitive on 
it in the coming year. 

You seized in the race didn’t you? 
Yes. We ran the practice sessions really 
well — I felt really good. We kept an 
eye on the thing — you really have to 
keep an eye on the plug readings 
because you don’t want to be seizing. 
Everything looked good. 

Then, coming up on about the 
fourth or fifth lap in the main event, 
for some reason the thing seized on the 
left side. Unfortunately, it was in the 
same exact corner where I seized my 
250 and got spit off my rookie year. 
That year I didn’t manage to get the 





clutch in time, but this year I grabbed 
the clutch and saved myself. 


I was running in third place at the 
time and closing in, doing really well. 
It's kind of a shame that it seized up. It 
would have worked out really well to 
win that. 


What do you think of the new Pro- 
fessional Riders Organization? 

I don’t know how it’s going to 
operate, yet, it's such a new thing. 
From the rider's view of the thing, it’s 
going to be a little better because 
they're trying to get more money 
involved. Right now, for a racer to go 
to a race, a National, there’s just not 
very much money to be made. If 


- something can be done where the rider 


can make more money, it’s just going 
to be that much better. 

You’ve won the Houston TT and 
short track. Does that give you a lift, 
an advantage — besides the obvious 
points advantage — that you might 
not have had before? 

It gets us pumped up more. It gives us 
a little collateral as far as trying to get 
help from certain people, say, parts or 
altogether help. We've got two 
National wins. When we tell people 
we're trying to get some help from, it 
kind of gets them enthused. 

Your sponsor Mario Zanotti. How 
did you two get hooked up? What 
does he do for you? 

Right now he’s my total sponsor. He's 
responsible for the motorcycles, all the 
help and equipment. He stands 
behind a lot of things as far as political 
and just all around help. 

How did you two meet? 

He has a son that raced minibikes, and 
at the time, I was racing Sportsman. 
He'd show up at the race track with his 
kid on the minibike. He happened to 
see me there and he liked the way I 
rode. Just so happened that we 
bumped into each other again at the 
shop of my sponsor at the time, who 
built race frames. At the time I was 
getting into class C as a Novice and he 
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was kind of interested. He'd come ~] 


down to the shop every so often and 
we'd talk. 

Finally, he got involved with the 
250cc twin, which was a hard engine 
to get hold of. He looked into it and 
got an engine for us. Ever since then, 
he got into it more and more. Then we 
got together, just me and him, and it’s 
been going strong ever since. 

He designs everything on the 
motorcycles and comes up with some 
really good ideas which the guys at the 
factory couldn’t even come up with. 
He designed and made that ignition 
for the Harley. It worked out 
tremendously. We had magneto 
problems on that thing and it kind of 
cured that problem. 

What other things does he do for 
your bikes? 

Well you know, he looks at the overall, 
just keeps an eye on everything. Like 
to keep the weight down on the bikes. 
There are a lot of things he has 
redone, remade because a lot of stock 
parts are bulky and made of steel. He's 
done a lot of work as far as tricking 
everything out, using a lot of his own 
stuff, his own ideas. 


You’re a professional racer, and the 
AMA figures largely in your 
profession. Any thoughts on how the 
AMA is doing its job? 

I don't like to say too many things 
about it because naturally there are 
some things I don’t like about the 
AMA. There's not too much you can 
do when you show up at a National. 
They've got things pretty much set and 
if there's something you don't like, 
there's not much you can do about it. 
That's the way it goes, I guess. 

How about the Race of Champions 
in Pompano Beach, Florida? How 
did that all unfold? 

For me, it actually turned out all 
right. There was a little bit of 
confusion because I didn't plan on 
going. Here I was at home, and the 
AMA called me up and told me I was 
supposed to show up. I was in no way 
prepared, so it was kind of a bad deal. 

As things turned out, it was actually 

for the better because it was televised, 
which the sport needs to exploit more. 
The AMA ended up paying for your 
flight? 
For me, the expense of going to 
Florida from California is a lot. That's 
why I didn't plan on going — because 
I couldn't afford it. They offered to 
help me out, so it sounded pretty 
good. We crated the bike and sent it 
air freight. I flew up with Tom 
Hastler, my mechanic and we got 
there and one of the AMA officials was 
helping us out. He treated us really 
well, got us a room, rented a truck for 
the bike. 

It was a pretty good race though I 
wish I was more prepared. Being that I 
had to crate the bike up there, we 
couldn't crate any tools, nothing other 
than just the bike and our bodies. 
Makes it kind of tough in a race like 
that, especially for us. It puts a big 
bind on the way we work things out at 
a race. 

Did the AMA make it clear that 
you'd have to race Pompano Beach 
since you won at Santa Fe? 

No, see that was why there was a lot of 
confusion. Doug Mockett — he was 
the one who phoned — was convincing 
me to go and I didn’t want to go. He 
started threatening me and telling me 
he was going to fine me so much 
money if I didn't go, or pull my license 
and things like that. I didn’t see 
anyway that he could possibly do it. 
There were no forms, no contracts 
saying that I had to show up at this 
race, so there was no way he could 
threaten me like that. 

He was just doing everything in his 
power to get me to go because not 
many riders showed up at all. Kenny 
Roberts didn't show up because he 








didn't want to ride. A few of the riders 
were hurt, so he was desperate to get as 
many riders as he could. Naturally, he 
was going to try anything he could do 
— which isn’t right. It made me look 
kind of bad, forcing me to do» 
something I didn’t want to do. 

Tom Hastler, your mechanic, what 
does he do? 

Well, in my rookie year I had a: 
mechanic who was really good — we 
managed to win three Nationals =“ 
but we didn’t get along too well so wê 
had to find another mechanic. To find 
a mechanic who would go back east is 
kind of a hard thing to do. There was 
Tom, at a time when things were kind 
of mediocre. He didn’t have a steady 
job or anything, but he was into 
motorcycles. Mario called him over to 
his house one night. We talked and we 
asked him if he'd like to help. 

At the beginning of the year he 

started working on the bikes with us: 
Then we asked him if he'd go back east 
with us. He did and it worked out well: 
I get along with him really well, and 
he’s a super-good mechanic. I split the 
prize money with him. You can’t 
afford a salary, so I just split the prize 
money, which is pretty decent. We just 
work at each National as hard as we 
can. The higher the finish, the more 
money. i 
Doesn’t someone else build your 
Harley engines? 
Right now we still have Jim Belland. Hë 
used to tune for Mark Brelsford when 
he was number one. Tom does all the 
chassis work. Because we didn’t have 
too much time for Tom to work on the 
Harleys, which are new to him, when 
we first started out, we had Jim Belland 
do the work on the engines. When you 
work on a Harley engine, you have to 
have special tools and a little bit of 
experience behind you. They're sucha 
different type of engine. 

When we were back east and had 
engine troubles, we'd crate the engine 
up and send it down here. Jim would 
do the work and send it back up. Then 
we'd just throw it in the frame and go 
to a race. Worked out pretty decent. 
What about outside of motorcycling: 
What kind of hobbies do you have? 
I like to go water skiing. Of course} 
cowtrailing; that's just about my 
favorite. I like to go out cowtrailing 
with my friends. I go all over, spend 
weekends out cowtrailing. 

I like to do a little bit of tennis, all” 
the physical sports. Snow skiing, 1 
tried that once — that's pretty good: 
I'd say that cowtrailing and water 
skiing are my favorite hobbies, ‘the 
ones I do more of. 

What about your family? 

I've got two older brothers. They both 

raced at one time — Sportsman. I’ve 

got three older sisters. I’m thé 

youngest in the family. Two of my 

older sisters are really involved in my 

racing, which is neat. They went up to 
Houston in a motorhome. I had nity 
own cheering section. My parents 

follow me to as many Nationals as they” 
can. They're really into racing, too. 

They've helped me along quite a bit. 

Girlfriends? 

I've been going with Ann for about” 
three and a half years. I don't think 

we'll get married for another year or 

maybe longer. 

Do you think marriage and thé 

National Circuit can mix? 

I don’t know. I just ain’t ready to get” 
married right now. I want to get my 

own house; that's my next goal. I'd like” 
to get some property along with the 

house so I could do what I want. It’s a 

big expense buying a house so I’m 

trying to save my money so I can havé 

a nice house and some property. If you 

get married before you have a house; 

it’s kind of tough. 

Besides Mario, do you have any” 
other sponsors? à 
No, there's nothing really major as fār” 
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as help goes. We've got a bunch of 
little help, but nothing really major. 
We're working on things now — 
someone who'll pay some expenses and 
everything. We're working on it; we'll 
just have to hope something comes 
along. 

Expenses are getting up there, so we 
definitely gotta have some help. Like I 
said, Mario’s working on it, so I'll just 
have to be patient and hope for the 
best. 

Of all the riders on the National 
circuit, who are your toughest 
rivals? 

Naturally Springsteen — he’s so 
consistent and aggressive on just about 
all the race tracks. Id have to say he’s 
the toughest. He's number one and 
super-aggressive. 

Of course Kenny's out of it now, but 
Td have to say he was, too. As far as 
the rest of the competition, the top five 
or six riders are all going to be right 
there. Boody’s on the factory team and 
Gary Scott — he’s got the experience 
so he’s going to be tough, too. 

How do the riders get along off the 
race track? 

We get along really good. Tom and I 
chat with the Harley guys, we're really 
good friends with everybody. I don't 
have any problems with any of the 
riders, although I do have my opinions 
of some of the riders. I’m not going to 
mention any names, 

I think it’s neat that when you're off 
the track and you know the guy, you 
can talk to him and when you go on 
the track it’s not like you're racing 
against some enemy. 

Ho you really like racing? 

Ilike to race. That's basically why I 
stuck with it. When I first started out I 
nejer: realized that I'd get into it this 
heavily. Now that I am into it this 
heavily, it’s kind of a one-lifetime 
chance so I imagine I'll be doing it for 
as,long as I can. I don’t think I'll be 
doing it say, five years from now. I'd 
like to do it, do well at it, for another 
two or three years. 

Fd like to be doing it as long as 
possible and make good money at it. 
Its something I like to do, and if I can 
niake good money at it, all the better. 
Ybu. get involved with it and make 
ggod money and get a good 
sponsorship, it’s just as good a job as 
any. 

Are you making good money now? 
Yeah, I’m making decent money. 

Car you tell us how much? 

Well, I don’t know. It’s hard to say. 
I'm well off enough to have whatever I 
want. During the winter I can just kick 
back and do whatever I want and have 
mpney to spend. I think I am doing 
weļl enough to where if I had another 
kind of job I don't think I would have 
as much as I do now. I wouldn't own as 
much as I do now if I had, say a steady 
carpenter's job. 

Have you thought about what you 
arķ going to do when you decide to 
quit racing? 

I think about it all the time. My father 
is a carpenter, he’s been a carpenter 
all his life. My first job was working 
with him. I’ve been working with him 
ever since I was 12 years old. I like 
carpentry, it’s good work and it's 
promising. I think when I get out of 
racing I'll get into carpentry. 

When I get around to getting a 
house I'd like-to do most of the house 
myself. 

Eklund, who’s proven his dirt track 
prowess with five Grand National wins 
to. date and by making all but two of 
the dirt track main events last year, 
will. be pitting his road racing skills 
against the very best for the first time 
at Daytona. If he does well, it will be a 
big boost, since the man who lees 
behind him in the Camel Pro Series 
points, Jay Springsteen, will not 
compete in the points-paying 200- 
miler. e

For most motorcycle racers and fans, it’s been 
pretty quiet for too long. It’s time to go racing 
at Daytona with every type of event you want 
to name. It will also soon be time to go racing 


on the Ascot half mile for at 
least five weeks in a row. 

Yes, I think Kenny Roberts 
should be the favorite to win the 


Daytona 200. But Kenny has been the 
favorite before, and he can find more 
ways to lose the big one in road racing 
than any other consistent pre-race 
favorite I know. 

When I received the official 
Daytona entry list I noticed that 
Johnny Ceccoto and Steve Baker, the 
past two winners, were not listed. But I 
am told by the speedway officials that 
at least Ceccoto is now an entry. I hope 
that Baker can somehow find his way 
to Daytona, also. 

Baker and Roberts are at present 
the two best road racers in America, 
perhaps the two best in the world. If 
Kenny should win Daytona this trip 
with Baker not even entered, it would 
leave something to be desired. 

They only met on an American 
track once last year, and Steve won in 
the rain-shortened “Daytona 100.” 

I have read some other publications 
that are handing the win to Kenny. I 
think this is a mistake; the Daytona 
200 is too long and too fast a race. It 
can also be won or lost with the one or 
two gas stops in the pits. 

Roberts has, perhaps, one weakness: 
He has to lead, or try to, just about 
any race he is in. For the past couple of 
years, I have talked with him prior to 
the Saturday running of the 250cc 
Lightweight 100 miler. Both times, he 
told me he was going to take it easy 
and perhaps play a little until he 
started getting into traffic and lapping 
slower riders. He then took off like a 
bullet and left the field behind. 

In the 200, there is such a wide gap 
between the five fastest qualifiers and 
the last 20 or 30, that it is not 
uncommon to see the leaders lapping 
the slower riders in the first five to 10 
laps. / 

Kenny told me recently that the 
restrictor plates on the carbs do not 
cut down the top end speeds, but do 
cut the surge of power coming off the 
corners, thus extending the tire wear 
which has become a factor in recent 
years. Two years ago Ceccoto won the 
race with a back tire that most of us 
would not have ridden on to the corner 
grocery store. 

Daytona is still too long and has too 
many variables for anyone simply to 
say that any one rider has it won going 
in. I've heard this too many times in 
the past, then not even find the rider's 
name in the top 20. 

If the 200 goes anywhere according 
to form, then Roberts, Ceccoto, Skip 
Aksland, Gary Nixon and Gene 
Romero will be front runners, at least 
for the first 100 miles. 

The lone non-Yamaha contender 
will again be Australia's Gregg 
Hansford on the fastest Kawasaki in 
captivity. They just can't make them 
run like that over here for some 
reason. 

Young Dave Emde returns for the 
second time older and wiser. He went 


into last year's event as a brash rookie 


with too much confidence. His father 
and his brother have won before him, 
and he has one of the best mechanics 
in the business, Mel Dinesen, behind 
him for the first time. 





Mel was the tuner for brother Don 
when he won and became the only 
privateer ever to win the race. That 
may or may not tell you something. 


Two guys that will be there to race 
but not to win are Steve Eklund and 
Gary Scott. Eklund is a rookie in big 
bike road racing and taking his first 
Daytona test. He’s also the AMA 
Grand National Championship/Camel 
Pro Series point leader. 

Scott has another new mechanic 
and vows that things will be better in 
road racing than they were last year. 
Gary, sometimes known for under- 
statement, never scored a point last 


year and hardly ever finished. 
Anything would be better than last 
year. 


They say that the champ, Jay 
Springsteen, will probably make his 
only road racing appearance of the 
entire year at Daytona. But it will be 
on Saturday in the Lighweight race 
and not in Sunday's 200. What a 
chance for Eklund and Scott to stretch 
points on Jay who will head into the 
western Nationals in May for one mile 
and three half miles under a full head 
of steam. 

For the first time, all 80 riders that 
make it through time trials will get 
paid. Call it “start money” or 
whatever. It’s more or less a 
compromise from the European way of 
paying small purses but varied amount 
of appearance money to riders for 
what they have done in the past. The 
American way is still to race for it, go 
for it, get paid for what you do that 
day in that race. It’s still the best for 
the riders and the people that pay to 
see a race. 

About the only thing I am sure of, is 
who the Novice winner will be. Now, 
there is a switch! Most of the time, 
none of us have heard of 95% of the 
Novice field at Daytona. 

But it’s different this year for the 
first time since Walt Fulton, Jr. 
showed up years ago, started last and 
won the Novice race in record time. 

The Novice whiz is Louisiana's 
Freddie Spencer who has more road 
racing time than any other rider with 
the exception of Gary Nixon, who he 
has defeated on occasion in the various 
play races around the country. 

Freddie has been trying to become a 
Pro for the last three years. He was 
suspended for an entire year as an 
Amateur for fudging on his birth 
certificate. 

If the bike holds together, the kid 
with the red boots will win going away. 
He’s also as good in the dirt as he is in 
road racing, which he will prove later 
in the year. 

West coast riders get ready. Starting 
April 7, the Ascot Half Mile will run 
five Friday nights in a row, including 
the Friday before the San Jose Mile 
weekend. 

Aggie has lined up series point fund 
money, plus an additional $500 to the 
purse each Friday night. The series 
may also be the only way for Juniors to 
be qualified for the Junior Invitational 
at San Jose on May 7, like last year. 

By the way, Referee Chub Kellam 
has moved for the first time in nearly 
20 years and has a new phone number. 
213/537-3430.

There is perhaps no other race like Daytona and definitely no other 
place in the world like Daytona Beach during Speed Week. For a short 
one week period early in March of each year Daytona becomes THE place 
to be. In that brief time Daytona swells with upwards of 100,000 souls 
from near and far intent on competing or spectating or lying on the 
beach or seeing and being seen or partying or whatever. There are a lot 
of what evers. There are a lot more partiers. 


Daytona during Speed Week is more 
than just a place, more than just a 
name and a red dot on the map. It is a 
happening and a state of mind. And 
the aura of this has been drawing 
people back every year so much so that 
people plan their annual vacation 
around it. For the newcomer Daytona 
is a time of discovery and, for the 
veteran Daytona visitor, it is a time to 
renew past memories and add new 
ones. 


How to get there 


Logistically, Daytona Beach is easily 
reached either by air or Interstate 
travel. If you are flying, you are in for 
a treat since the Daytona Beach 
Municipal Airport lies in close 
proximity to the Speedway as well as 
the beach. Passengers should be able 
to get a seagull’s eye view of the 
surrounding areas. Daytona is serviced 
by many regional carriers as well as 
Eastern and National Airlines. 


While flying is quicker, it tends to 
take some of the fun out of the 
transition from your point of 
departure. There just isn’t anything to 
quite compare with stopping at a 
Florida Welcome Station (located on 
the Interstates near the Florida state 
line) after leaving the snow, slush, cold 
weather and whatever else behind you 
to bask in the sun while sipping the 


free orange juice. Florida then 
becomes not so much a place as a state 
of mind. It is this state of mind and the 
anticipation of the activities of Speed 
Week that accounts for the aura which 
surrounds Daytona and makes it 
unique. 

For those people in the great 
northeast, Daytona is just a day away 
(of almost straight driving) on that 
great ribbon of concrete called I-95. 
You simply follow the signs until you 
reach one saying Daytona Beach. 

Avoid downtown Washington like 
the plague. Us I-495 (south and east) 
to bypass the nation’s Capital and save 
time and frustration. I-95 through 
Washington looks shorter on a map, 
but it funnels you right into the center 
of town and drops you there. 

You might want to take five at a 
place called South of the Border which 
lies just off I-95 on the border of North 
and South Carolina. As the name 
implies, it has a pseudo-Mexican 
atmosphere and is a souvenir shopper’s 
paradise. You'll find it hard to miss 
since the catchy billboard advertising 
starts a hundred or so miles before you 
reach the place. 

If you're going to boogie to Day 
from somewhere in the midwest 
thereabouts, it is advised that you 
select the most direct route to Atlanta, 
Georgia and follow 1-75 from there to 


Florida. Approximately 50 miles into 
Florida on I-75 you will come to the 
junction with I-10 which you should 
take east towards Jacksonville. Once 
you reach I-295 which bypasses 
Jacksonville and funnels you over to I- 
95, Daytona is just a short hop down 
the road. 

For those who live out west, 
following 1-10 along the Gulf from 
Houston is the shortest route. New 
sections of the Interstate have been 
completed minimizing the time spent 
on other than limited access highways. 
However, there are still sections of 1-10 
that appear to have been built by a 
frustrated motocrosser and include 
enough rough stuff to make your teeth 
chatter. As in the above directions 
follow I-10 to 1-295 bypass at 
Jacksonville, Florida and pick up 1-95 
south. From there Daytona is just a 
short-short down the super-slab. 


If you want to break the monotony 
of Interstate travel we suggest that you 
exit I-75 at Lake City just below the I- 
10 interchange and take Route 100 
through the middle of the state to 
Starke and Palatka. Be careful at 
Palatka’ to remain on Routes 20-100 
which will then funnel you to Bunnell 
and Route 1 about 20 miles north of 
Daytona. The ride is scenic and gives 
you a chance to catch your breath 
before kicking it into top gear. 


Bits and pieces: The police are 
everywhere and speeders take'a 
definite risk. There are, however, 
some states that are more lenient than 
others as to what constitutesita 
violation of the 55 mph national speed 
limit. Use your CB, but don't abuse it. 
Spend some time listening rather taan 
playing ratchet jaw and you may:hit 
Daytona with all your spending money 
still in your pocket. 

Lodging 

Daytona is a resort area and, as 
such, depends heavily on tourism for 
its income. There are enough hotel 
rooms in Daytona to take care»of 
everybody during Speed Week and 
then some. You may have to lock a 
little or travel a short distance from 
the center of town, but you can be sure 
you'll find lodging. The best plates, 
those near either the beach or 
speedway and those that are favorites 
with certain groups, are already full, 
but if you're arriving early without a 
reservation, check when you get there 
anyway. 

Advance reservations are a must if 
you wish to stay at a certain motel, 
with the most popular places finding 
people making their reservations up to 
six months ahead. If you're arriving 
late in the week (Thursday or later), 
then your best bet might be to take a

drive through the center of town 
heading south on AlA into Daytona 
Beach Shores and Wilbur-by-the-sea. 
Check out some of the motels which 
Are out of the mainstream of traffic yet 
still near or on the ocean; sure you're a 
little out of the way, but who knows, 
you just might find paradise. 


Arrival 

[If this is your first trip to Daytona, a 
stop at the Daytona Beach Resort Area 
Chamber of Commerce is well worth 
your time. The CoC is located right off 
I-95 at the U.S. 1 exit. Among other 
things you'll be able to obtain at the 
CoC is a detailed street map of the 
areé which should help the first timer 
as well as the veteran in finding things. 
There are also brochures on lodging in 
the» area and various Florida 
attractions. If you follow U.S. 1 into 
Ormond Beach and then cross the 
Ormond Bridge, you will find yourself 
justja short distance from the ocean. 
Goyahead, take a drive on what's 
known as “the world’s most famous 
beach.” 


Climate 

Daytona during Speed Week has 
been known to be a place of extremes. 
It can be a paradise or it can be cold 
with a chill ocean breeze. Prepare for 
both options, but put your money on 
the:sun and take an extra tube of sun 
tan lotion. 


Food 


There are enough restaurants in 
and around Daytona to satisfy even the 
most discriminating taste buds. Our 
suggestion is to check the listings in the 
Yellow Pages for ideas before setting 
out, 

Florida and seafood go hand in 
hand. Restaurants specializing in 
delicacies from the deep abound in 
Daytona and surrounding areas with 
prices to fit any budget. One of our 
favorite's is The Captain’s Table which 
offers good food and all our favorite 
thirst quenchers. 

There is a Mexican restaurant — 
although the names escapes us — 





located across the street from 
Robison’s Harley-Davidson which 
serves plenty of hot and tasty dishes. 

On the steak and prime rib side of 
life, Julian’s is a top choice. For those 
who like their menu varied, the Valle’s 
Steak House and The Beef and Bottle 
(franchise) restaurants offer a good 
meal. 

If you want to spend a night on the 
town and money is no object, then try 
the following: The King’s Cellar offers 
steak and seafood with a view of the 
ocean and attentive service plus an 
intimate atmosphere. A meal at 
Gene's Steak House is not easily 
forgotten. However, Gene’s is so 
popular that reservations during 
Speed Week are almost impossible to 
come by. Chez Bruchez offers French 
cuisine prepared to delight gourmets. 
Reservations are a must at this 
establishment, as is proper dress. 
Entertainment 

The police in Daytona are there to 
help you enjoy yourself and not to ruin 
your fun. For the most part they are 
courteous and willing to assist if you 
need it. They are also ready to do 
business with you if you ae dumb 
enough to tempt them. By the time 
Speed Week rolls around, Daytona has 
already been through the sports car 
hordes from the 24 Hours of Daytona 
and the NASCAR “good ole boys” 
from the Daytona 500. They are 
also aware that in a few short weeks 
the college Easter vaction crowd 
will descend upon the town. The 
police, having had their patience 
tried three times in a short five-week 
span are not prone to funnin’. People 
who get into trouble usually ask for it. 

If you ride on the 24 miles of beach 
open to traffic, obey the 10 mph speed 
limit. It gives you time to enjoy the 
ocean, the beach tootsies and the 
variety of machinery which always 
seem s to turn up. The cops frown on 
speeders. . 

If you get thirsty once in awhile and 
carry your own supply, don’t chug-a- 
lug on the beach whether moving or 





parked. Regardless of what you've 
heard, it is against the law to drink on 
the beach and although The Man 
might just look the other way some of 
the time, taking the chance of getting 
busted and having to spend your 
vacation money to get your butt out of 
jail is a poor risk. 

There is plenty of free parking on 
the beach, but if you plan on leaving 
your vehicle for an extended period of 
time, then be sure you know when 
high tide is. It may sound like a silly 
precaution, but if you’ve ever seen 
what happens to a car left too close to 
the ocean when the tide comes in you'll 
know why it’s better to be safe than 
sorry. 

Another item to remember is that 
while the sand where the traffic rolls is 
packed hard, the sand where you park 
may not be. If you choose to park in 
the soft stuff, be prepared to ease your 
vehicle carefully out of its spot or risk 
burying it up to the axles. If you think 
you're getting stuck, ask for a helpful 
push out before sinking too deeply. If 
all else fails you can deflate your rear 
tires until they are very soft since the 
more rolling area on the sand, the 
better. chance of traction and 
movement. 

You should also keep in mind that 
there is no camping allowed anywhere 
on the beach. In addition, a recently 
enacted ordinance prohibits any 
parking or vehicular traffic on the 
beach between the hours of 3 a.m. and 
6 a.m. If you are still partying during 
those hours it would be best not to hit 
the beach unless you do it by foot. 

Bikers will find plenty of parking 
and machines of every conceivable 
description in the area of Main Street. 

To see and be seen seems to be the 
motto of a large portion of the crowd 
which flocks to Daytona for Speed 
Week, so if you're a people watcher, a 
browser, a bar hopper or just a 
stroller, you should make a visit to the 
boardwalk amusement area and Main 
Street. The crowd picks up on 
Thursday and becomes almost elbow

The Rat's 
Hole is the most famous of the shops 
and carries not only shirts, but a whole 
line of thing-a-majigs. 

Thursday through Saturday are also 
cruisin’ nights, bumper to bumper 
style around the streets that intersect 
with Main Street. Or you can cruise on 
foot and inspect the local 
establishments that serve the demon 
brew. In any event the police will be 
trying their best to keep the traffic, 
both foot and vehicular, moving. So 
when they tell you to move on — don’t 
argue. 

Special entertainment 

Whether its bumper cars, air 
hockey or electronic horse racing, the 
amusement arcade has it. You can also 
get your fortune told by a machine or 
play any number of electronic Pong or 
war games. The boardwalk area also 
features a sightseeing tower and a 
suspended one bucket ride to the end 
of the fishing pier and back. 


1978 marks the 13th year that Roxy 
Rockwood, the dean of motorcycle 
race announcers, will be hosting the 
WEBCO Motorcycle Celebrity (radio) 
Show. The half hour show is broadcast 
live at 10:30 p.m. March 6-12 from 
the Hawaiian Inn on South Atlantic 
Avenue. The show then continues at 
least another half hour on Monday 
through Wednesday with it stretching 
to probably two hours during the rest 
of Speed Week. Roxy has the knack of 
getting the most famous names in tow 
on the show and you will probably 
hear more inside scoop at the show 
than anywhere else. If you are a Kenny 
Roberts fan, King Kenny will be doing 
his thing on Thursday night. The show 
has always been a favorite with the 
racers and fans alike, so don’t be 
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surprised if the crowd looks like the 
who’s who of racing. Be sure to arrive 
early since the show is considered the 
“in” place to be and each year more 
and more people want “in.” 


Showtime 


Showtime in Daytona means a 
chance to see the latest accessories, the 
newest motorcycles and much, much 
more. This year the scene encom- 
passes two major shows, one major 
exhibit and the artistry of the entrants 
in a chopper show. 


The best known show in Daytona is 
the Motorcycle Dealer News Accessory 
and Trade show that is held in the 
downstairs exhibition portion of the 
Plaza Hotel on Atlantic Avenue. 

Wednesday is opening day with the 
doors unlocked at 6 p.m. and closing 
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"at 10 p.m. Thursday's hours are the 
same with closing extended one hour 
on Friday to 11 p.m. Or Saturday the 
show will open at 4 p.m. and close at 
11 p.m. An admission fee is charged. 

The Daytona International Motor- 
cycle Show at the Daytona Beach Jai 
Alai Fronton near the Speedway is in 
its second year. It also is a trade and 
accessory show. Last year the 
promoters spiced up the action with 
films, a movie premier and other 
goodies. This year there will be 
continuous movies and special 
attractions plus drawings on four 
motorcycles during the Ted Otto/Bill 
Bowser radio show direct from the 
show. Hours are Noon until 10 p.m. 
Wednesday through Sunday. An 
admission fee is charged. 

One stop that is a-must during 


Speed Week is the Harley-Davidson 
show at the Daytona Hilton on South 
Atlantic Avenue. Anyone even re- 
motely concerned with motorcycling 
has to be turned on by their display of 
vintage through modern racing 
machinery plus all their new models 
and many other items. This year 
Harley-Davidson is celebrating their 
diamond anniversary — 75 years of 
motorcycling. The show is open from 2 
p.m. until 11 p.m. Wednesday 
through Saturday. Admission is free. 


Another free service from Harley is 
their message board located in the 
breezeway of the Hilton. This alpha- 
betized 40 foot information piece has 
become the place to leave a note for 
lost or found friends.

Side trips 

The accompanying map of points of 
interest and mileage should give you 
the idea that there is a lot of see within 
a relatively short distance of Daytona 
Beach.

Last year’s winner of both the 200 and the 250cc Lightweight race, Steve Baker (32) reelsin 





In Daytona’s 37th version of Shootout at the OK Corral there will be no 
good guys or bad guys. There will be only equal guys. At least that’s 


the 


idea behind the AMA’s carburetor restrictor rule. 


There is, 


however, a creeping undercurrent of speculation that perhaps one rider 


may just be a little more e 


Īt is interestingtonote thatwe are not 
talking about Kenny Rober:s or John- 
ny Cecotto or Steve Baker. The subject 
of the speculation is Australian Gregg 
Hansford. Hansford took fourth in last 
year's shortened event which, for a 
rider of Hansford's talent, was not 
surprising. The surprise was that he 
was Kawasaki-mounted in a sea of 
Yamahas. 

Enter this year's AMA restrictor rule 
(As a part of the supplimental rules for 
the 200, all competitors must comply 
with it.) which has been the subject of 
much track testing on the four cylin- 
der Yamaha, _but not Kawasaki's 
triple. The source of the speculation 
now becomes clear - it is the Yamaha 
rider's fear of the unknown factor. Or 
is it? 

If Hansford's Kawasaki was a threat 
last year on three cylinders then maybe 
it will be more of a threat under the 
restrictor rule. No one really knows 
and that is cause for concern among 
more than a few competitors. In 
theory, the ruling is‘structured so that 
the number of cylinders an engine has 
is not a factor. 

The moment of truth will come with 
Sunday's green flag. 

It is a new year and a new ballgame. 
A little of the glitter may have been 
tarnished in the 1977 tire controversy 
and subsequent division of the event 
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into two 100 ey but that is in 
the past. There will be 200 miles of 
winner-take-all, flat-out racing which 
promises to be the most competitive in 
years. 

The aura that is Daytona has been 
written in the sands of Daytona Beach 
where the races were first run in 1937 
to the multi-million dollar facility that 
is Daytona International Speedway. In 
terms of sheer magnitude and scope, 
Speed Week must be considered to be 
the world’s most prestigeous road 
racing spectacle outstripping all other 
events in both numbers and rewards. 

Where else can a rider win an event 

the 200 - and be assured of lucrative 
appearance money offers from other 
international events for the rest of the 
year? Nowhere, but Daytona. A vic- 
tory in the 200, as one rider put it, is 
like money in the bank. 

The track 


Daytona's 3.87 mile oval/infield 
road course is unique. On no other 
race track today (Talladega does have 
steeper banking, but has not run an 
event since 1975.) does machinery un- 
dergo the rigors that DIS imposes. The 
31 degree banking compresses the 
suspension of all bikes to a limit where 
it is like riding with little or no suspen- 
sion at all. Acceleration is a premium 
commodity, but so is braking and han- 
dling and horsepower for top speed. If 
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ual than the rest. 


you don’t have your act together at 
Daytona, you'll know soon enough. 


Money 

The gold at the end of the rainbow, 
or rather the 200, is a staggering 
$84,250 in purse monies alone. That 
does not take into account contingen- 
cy awards or the payoff from the AGV 
Helmets World Cup Championship. 

This year the purse will be 
distributed to all 80 riders on the star- 
ting grid; a first at Daytona (see 
Politics). In round figures, the victor 
will reap about $19,000 purse money 
minus the tax man’s bite while the last 
place finisher will have to pay taxes on 
approximately $270. 


AGV Helmets, as part of their 
three event championship, will add 
$3,000 to the winner's booty with the 
second and third place finishers gar- 
nering $2,000 and $1,000, respec- 
tively. 

The rewards are great if you are in 
the right place when the checkered 
flag waves. However, the costs of com- 
peting can be staggering, especially for 
the foreign rider and anyone on a tight 
budget. It is easy to spend a good bit of 
change in just lodging and food. Add 
in routine parts and maintenance (and 
hope you don’t crash, bash or blow) 
plus transportation to and from 


Daytona, the costs of having someone 
Segherirrars t Hete 


help you in the pits, tires and 
numerous other incidentials all 
required to do the job right and you 
can figure on spending a small- for- 
tune. To some, the costs outweigh the 
magnetism that Daytona exerts øn 
every road racer worth his weight jin 
asphalt rash. For others it’s Daytona or 
bust. 

Politics 

Daytona’s status as the opening 
round of this years F750 World 
Championships was on and off enouģh 
times to make even the most die hard 
observer dizzy. At the heart of the 
problem was a new FIM rule requiring 
organizers hosting a championship 
round to pay riders start monies based 
on FIM schedules. Daytona balked. In 
essence Daytona had paid no start,(or 
appearance monies as some refer to 
the payments) in the past and saw; no 
reason to start now. 

Various forms of compromise. ,en- 
sued. In the final one, Daytona agreed 
upon an increased purse ($84,250) 
paid out to all 80 places in the 200 
with the 80th place rider receiving 
more in winnings than the FIM 
required in appearance money. 
Everyone's integrity was intact. But 
wait. The FIM rule also stipulated’ a 
payment of 50% of the minimum to 
any rider entered who makes an at- 
tempt, but does not qualify.

Tires 

While the restrictor rule may have 
made a lot of people question its wor- 
th, the tire companies are glad it was 
passed. The restrictor effect of 
smoothing out the powerband should 
literally add life to the tires by greatly 
reducing tire spin under hard ac- 
celeration. And tire life was what all 
the hassle was about last year. True, 
the best the tire companies can do at 
Datona is make a compromise tire to 
handle on both the banking and 
through the infield twisties. However, 
there has been renewed interest by 
Goodyear, Dunlop and Michelin and 
all have done extensive testing in 
preparation. 
Machinery 


In a word - Yamaha. This year’s 
Yamaha TZ750 is such a close replica 
of last year’s model that the only 
change noticed by U.S. riders- 
receiving bikes was obliteration of the 
'77 "C" model designation and 
replacement with a “D” on the ship- 
ping crates. A spare parts kit worth 
$2,000 was included in the $6,995 
selling price. 

Streamlining of the fairing and seat 
body work and restrictor tinkering will 
tell the tale. Frame and suspension 
modifications should be in evidence on 
some foreign entries. 

Kawasaki’s lone entry, Greg Hans- 
ford, will be aboard proven machinery 
with another year’s worth of work done 
on it. Knowledgeable sources insist 
that the racing department of Kawa- 
saki: Japan: keeps: a close _eye-on :the 


machine and also lends technical 
assistance. 


The factories 

For the first time in almost ten years 
factory backed entrants in the 200 will 
number only one. Johnny Cecotto will 
be the only “true” factory sponsored 
(Yamaha) rider entered. His contract 
is with Yamaha Japan. Kenny Roberts 
and Steve Baker should also be looked 
upon as factory riders, Although their 
machinery will wear the colors of 
Yamaha Motor USA and Yamaha 
Motor Canada, respectively, the com- 
panies are direct arms of Yamaha 
Japan and, as such, factory 
machinery. The only real difference is 
that Cecotto's machinery will be main- 
tained by factory mechanics. 

The racing, which has boiled down 
to a case of “the haves” and the “have 
nots” in the past few years will again 
prevail. But this time the cast of 
“haves” is greatly reduced - although 
extremely formidable - and that one 
fact could, with a little luck, put a 
non-factory entry in first place in the 
payoff line. 

A prediction 

If it seems that perhaps you've read 
a predicition like this last year and the 
year before and the year before that, 
you're right. Once again America’s 
best road racer, Kenny Roberts, has to 
be the favorite. 

Kenny Roberts’ seventh start in the 
Daytona 200 needs to be a lucky one 
for him. Roberts, more than in any 






is Australian Gregg Hansford. He took fourth in ‘77. 


Perhaps that one fact will make the 
difference: Needing to win rather 
than wanteng to win. 

This whole article could be devoted 
to Roberts and the years that he has 
been the odds-on favorite to win only 
to be plagued. by gremlins of every 
form and nature. In Roberts’ 
illustrious career, only the glory of a 
Daytona 200 victory has eluded his 
grasp. 

A victory for King Kenny would 
leave his legion of American fans with 
something to savor while Roberts’ 
tackles the competition on the World 
Championship scene. It would also 
give Roberts’ a psychological lift going 
into the Venezuelan GP only one week 
after Daytona. 


Previous Daytona winners Steve 
Baker (1977) and Johnny Cecotto 
(1976) are not coming to Daytona to 
look at Roberts’ rear tire. Neither are 
Gary Nixon, Gregg Hansford, Skip 
Aksland, Christian Sarron, Gene 
Romero, Dale Singleton and a host of 
others. 

The use of the restrictors remains 
the unknown factor in the odds. All 
the testing in the world cannot, com- 
pare with 200 miles at racing speeds. 
Sunday will tell the. tale. 

ho’s who in the 200 
Yamaha 

In addition to the Roberts. Baker 
and Cecotto trio, Yamaha mounted 
riders will dominate che majority of 
the starting grid. The spectrum of 
privateer entries (as opposed to factory 





supported) runs from those on a shoe 
string budget to those with enough 
backing to be factoryin everything,but 
name. 

Gary Nixon and Dale Singleton 
have to figure as darkhorse 
challengers. Nixon, the veteran of 22 
racing seasons and two Daytona 200 
victories, and Singleton, in his third 
Daytona start and one of the fastest 
road racers in the U.S., have an edge 
on the field. They have been doing tire 
testing. Each has well over 200 laps | 
testing in the past three months and 
that amounts to a lot of miles on DIS. 
Track knowledge is of paramount im- 
portance.

As in last 
year’s 200, Hansford was a con- 
siderable threat until he ran out of 
gas. Later checking proved that his 
tank would did not hold enough gas 
for 100 miles at race speeds. You can 
be sure the problem will be remedied 
this year. Hansford will be factory 
backed in the 250cc World Champion- 
ships for '78 so he might just have an 
ace up his sleeve in this race. 


In the past, the International event 
has produced some of the closest 
racing going.

No one except the total enthusiast 
and race freak expects to spend Mon- 
day through Sunday watching events, 
but for those who do here is a'ram- 
bling account of just what is going on, 
plus a few tips for spending your time. 





onday 
You can tell it's Speed Week if 
ou’re out at the Speedway by 7 a.m. 

The transporters, vans, trailers and 
other assorted vehicles carrying the 
estimated 300 entries will be lining up 
to register and get first crack at the 
limited garage space inside. Those 
folks who can’t wait to sneak a peak at 
the “Speedway can plunk down a 
modest admission and roam the gran- 
dstand: or drive around the infield. 
Registration tech inspection will be 
followed by a day of open practice for 
all professional classes. 

The nitro burning slide ‘em 
sideways speedway crowd takes over 
Memorial Stadium in Daytona for 
Monday and Tuesday racing at 8 p.m. 
Theprograms are part of six nights of 
speedway racing during Speed Week. 


Tuesday 


Tuesday is another of ` the 
registration, tech inspection and prac- 
tice days at the Speedway with the 
general air becoming a little more ten- 
se as the riders get into the sort-out- 
the-bugs-and-get-down-to-business 
frame of mind. If you missed Mon- 
day's show then take a pair of 
binoculars, pay the $1 grandstand 
admission and spend the day watching 
the action.

Wednesday 


Amateur action is on tap today at 
the Speedway with the AMA hosting 
thejopening Amateur National 
Qualifier road race round.

The 
run, a favorite with just about 
everybody, will start from a staging 
area,in the parking lot of the Jai Alai 
Fronton on Route 92 just north of the 
Speedway. 


Qualifying for the final events in the 
Novice, International Lightweight 
and Daytona 200 take over the Speed- 
way today with the Novices taking to 
the track for elimination heat races at 
8, a.m. At 10 a.m. the Lightweight 
qualifying heats commence. The event 
is FIM sanctioned and therefore open 
to foreign riders. 


The big bikes begin their timed 
qualification runs at 2 p.m. over the 
3.87 mile course with the five fastest 
qualifiers guaranteed the front row on 
the starting grid. Since qualifying ten- 
ds to be a drawn out affair your best 
bet is to watch it from the infield and 
take advantage of as many different 
vantage points as possible. The infield 
entrance and exit, the esses, the hor- 
seshoe bend, the chicane and the high 
speed banking near the tunnel are all 
good spectator points.

chance for many riders since the star- 
ting field is limited to 80 riders and 
there was a pre-entry of 96 riders at 
presstime. Only the five fastest 
qualifiers from Thursday are safe with 
everyone else in position to be bumped 
by a faster qualifier. 

The speed in Speed Week finally 
comes alive at 1 p.m. with an ap- 
petizer in the form of the 76 mile 
Novice event. Some people pass this 
race up saying that it’s “just the 
Novices.” Thats a helluva attitude. 
Todays Novices blossom _ into 
tomorrow's superstars. You don't 
become an Expert overnight, you work 
your way through the ranks. The 


Novices, although unknown factors, 
are fun to watch. 


If you've ever had the Walter Mitty 
urge to find.out what it would be like 
to race with a “production” motor- 
cycle on Daytona’s circuit then the 
2:30 50 mile Superbike Production 
race could be just your event. It's a 
good chance to see some of the top 
riders on “stock” (within the rules) 
motorcycles of 750cc and over.

Sunday 

This is the day that the majority of 
us wait for. The peak, the crescendo, 
the main course, the ultimate high; 
call it what you will this čs Speed 
Week. 

If you've already purchased your 
grandstand ticket then you can arrive 
at your leisure. Of course if you are 
planning to see the race then you had 
better plan your arrival for around 
eleven. Traffic has a way of slowing 
everyone down as the noon opening 
ceremonies and the 1 p.m. starting 
time approache. 

Those of you who will do your wat- 
ching from the infield should have 
already spent at least one day at the 
track picking out your favorite spot to 
view the race from. There are plenty 
of good places although the areas 
where the rider enter and exit the in- 
field are the most popular and 
therefore the most heavily populated. 
Another area that is popular is the 
high speed switch back (esses) where a 
good portion of the infield is visible. 
The chicane is also a neat place to 
watch part of the race from and gives 
you an entirely different angle than 
any other part of the track. 

The main thing to remember is that 
there will be a lot of other people at 
the race with the same ideas you have 
so get there early, early, early to be 
sure of getting a good spot. Remem- 
ber, you don’t have to watch the race 
from only one place. The 200 will take 
almost two hours to run so you have 
plenty of time to wander around. 


A few tips on watching the races 


There is an art to watching a race 
and getting the most out of it. We've 
compiled a few tips and hints that 
should increase your awareness of 
what's going on and, hopefully, add to 
your enjoyment. It’s recommended 
reading for the first time Daytona wat- 
cher and should help explain the 
questions wives and girlfriends always 
seem to come up with. 


You have two choices at Daytona on 
where you want to view the races from: 
the grandstands and the infield. The 
infield offers unrestricted movement 
to a good number of viewing points 
while the grandstand area gives you a 
permanent seat with, depending on 
where you chose to sit, a good number 
of (stationary) viewing choices. Since 
each place has its own special points, 
the final judgement as to which is best 
is a strictly personal choice. 


The ultimate race watcher has one 
eye on the scoreboard, one eye on the 
race through binoculars, a radio with 
the race broadcast on and one ear 
tuned to the golden throat of race an- 
nouncer Roxy Rockwood. If what has 
just been mentioned seems somewhat 
impossible, you're probably right 
although it might just be the only way 
to keep on top of all that is usually 
going on. In any case a radio and a 
pair of binoculars should be con- 
sidered a necessity along with a hat, 
sun glasses, sun tan lotion and a pillow 
for those in the grandstand. Don't 
forget your program; it’s hard to tell 
who's who without a scorecard. 


Everybody has a favorite and one 
way to keep track of his progress on the 
track is by making note of the color 
combination of his leathers, helmet 
and bike. It is much easier to pick a 
flash of color out of a pack of riders 
than it is to strain your eyes searching 
for a number. Once the rider has 
developed a pattern then following his 
progress becomes much easier, 





One of the best ways to find out 
more about the race is to have cach 
person in your group watch a different 
rider then, at the end of the race, you 
will each have a different view point 
on the race. Pay attention to the 
“darkhorse” riders, the ones you may 
never have heard about before. 

The speed the top riders will be 
reaching on portions of the track 
during the 200 will approach 180 miles 
per hour. That's fast. However, speed 
becomes relative after awhile and a 
rider going 140 mph looks just like one 
going 170 mph, unless of course, one is 
passing the other. Sheer speed on the 
oval part of the track plays a large part 
in the success of a rider, but if he isn’t 
fast through the infield then he isn’t 
doing his job. The race can be easily 
won or lost on the time difference in 
the infield if the riders are equal in 
speed on the oval sections. 

Infield spectators watching from 
either the infield entrance (turn one) 
or exit (turn six) can get an idea on 
times by picking out a fixed position 
on both turns and then timing the in- 
terval between entrance and exit with 
a stop watch or sweep second hand. 
Grandstand viewers in certain sections 
can do this also. Infield watchers 
should watch the esses since, according 
to the riders, this is an area that 


separates the leaders from the also 
rans. 


Grandstand viewers should be able 
to pay a good deal of attention to two 
of the finer points of racing: pit stops 
and the high speed ballet of riders en- 
tering the infield. The majority of the 
riders will make three pit stops to take 
on gas each time. The stops should 
function like a fine watch and work in 
strict precision with every piece in 
place, never skipping a beat until the 
job is done. Don't blink your eyes or 
you may miss the drama of the riders 
screaming down pit road and diving 
into their pits using their brakes and 
the person holding the pit board as a 
stopping device. The top crews have 
the stops down to where a rider should 
be on his way three to four seconds af- 
ter entering his pit zone. This is 
another area where precious seconds 
lost could make a difference in a 
riders' final position. 


The ability to hold off braking until 
the very last moment is a skill. If you 
have a view of the infield entrance 
from your grandstand seat then you 
may want to watch the braking 
markers--the signs with 300-200-100 
on them just past the finish line--and 
see who brakes (sits up) where. If there 
is a close rider duel this is likely to be 
the spot where the passing is done. 

The following figures should give 
you an idea of just how critical braking 
is. Two years ago the top riders were 
timed via a VASCAR radar unit at 
close to 160 mph crossing the finish 
line just prior to backing off the gas 
and getting on the brakes. The turn 
into the infield is negotiated at around 
70 mph depending on the riders skill, 
meaning that a misjudgement of a 
split second or diving in just a few feet 
too deeply before getting heavily on 
the binders to scrub off nearly 100 
mph of speed could spell disaster. 

Another area where braking can be 
observed is the chicane. In this instan- 
ce the riders are coming off the high 
speed on back straight and quickly 
sweeping their way through the 
chicane. There is a greater latitude in 
the margin of error here, but 
miscalculations bring disasterous 
results. 

Remember the key to having a good 
time and enjoying yourself is to 
become involved in the race. Cheer on 
your favorite and observe what makes 
him a good racer; then observe his 
rivals. You may just find a lot more

Speaking out 





By Gary Van Voorhis 


The call came on Tuesday. Mike Goodwin, promoter 
of the Atlanta, Los Angeles and Anaheim Supercross 
events and the man responsible for putting motocross 
into the stadium setting, wanted to rap. He had read 
the article on motocross promoter Bill West and 
wanted to sit down and talk about his own problems 
with the AMA. 

Goodwin had outlined his problems in an 11 page 
document addressed to the individual members of 
the AMA board of trustees and presented to each 
member prior to the February 10-11 meeting of the 
board in Cincinnatti. 

In short, the document detailed instances of con- 
flict between Goodwin and the AMA regarding 
promotion of events and solicitation of sponsors. 
Doug Mockett, AMA Commissioner or Professional 
Racing, was repeatedly singled out in the document. 
Numerous correspondence between the parties in- 
volved was also included. 

Suite 1001 of Atlanta’s Stadium Hotel is Goodwin's 
base of operations until his March 4 event is history. 
It is from here that Goodwin commands, controls 
and manipulates all the forces he needs to insure 
what he hopes will be another successful edition of 
the Atlanta Superbowl South Supercross. 

“I don’t like to air so-called dirty laundry,” com- 
mented Goodwin while reaching into a refrigerator 
stocked with products of series’ sponsor Mr. PiBB. 
“But sometimes you have to in order to get some 
results. Unfortunately, in the process, both parties 
tend to come out looking bad.” 

It is 9a.m. yet Goodwin has already been up for 
almost five hours. For most, the day is just beginning 
while Goodwin is already rolling in top gear. 

Aggressive, abrasive, egotistical, dominating, 
commanding, relentless, driven, assertive and self 
assured are among the many things Goodwin has 
been labelled. They are all descriptive of his character 
since he admits that to succeed as well as he has — and 
he ts very successful - you have to step on a few toes 
and make a few enemies. 3 

It ts not in Goodwin's character to be humble when 
he can be the center of attention. It ts also not in his 
character to be quiet when he feels that he has been 
taken advantage of to an unfair degree. 

The conversation ts punctuated wrth repetition to 
make points, forceful gesturing, forays into notes or 
correspondence for documentation and occasional 
bits of humor. It ts a composite of Mike Goodwin on 
the AMA, his problems, the riders, promoting, spon- 
sors and a lot more. 





“As you may have heard there is more than 
one side to every story. We (Stadium Motor- 
sports) got a contract from the AMA back in 
February of '77 to work on sponsors for the 
AMA. We sold the Coca-Cola/Mr. PiBB 
deal. Since we were fortunate enough in 
securing more sponsors and TV than the 
AMA was doing themselves, I approached 
the AMA board of trustees and said ‘Why don’t we 
expand my good luck and let everyone else benefit 
from it since apparently many sponsors feel comfor- 
table working with me - although I know there are a 
lot of people who don't like working with me'cause 
I'm so abrasive. 

“After quite a bit of prodding, the AMA saw the 
wisdom of the idea and made two contracts out with 
me. One specifically with Coca-Cola and one a blank 
contract to go out and solicit new sponsors. One of 
those new sponsors was Toyota which I started ap- 
proaching in January of '77. I met with board mem- 
bers in May and told them that I was getting pretty 
close to Toyota and that I wanted that company 
stipulated in my contract. They said fine. I met with 
the AMA again in June when I had signed Toyota for 
a pilot program for my L.A. Supercross and told 
them that Toyota wanted the stadium series next 
year. At that time I still did not have in writing the 
agreement that Toyota was my sponsorship package. 

“I had a blank contract with no written confir- 
mation. I learned from promoting rock shows that 
you had better do a lot of CYA (cover your ass). So, 
in my Toyota agreement I negotiated an exclusive 
clause that I was to represent them for all motocross 
dealings. That was so that if the AMA tried to back 
out on me I had a stop gap measure. 

“One thing that may not be apparent to people is 
that there is a lot of work in sponsor solicitation. The 
Toyota deal is a big one. But a person might go 
through 100 prospects before he finally lands one. 

“We went ahead with the deal and I probably gave 
Toyota $50,000 worth of advertising for their 
$10,000 investment in the L.A. event because I knew 
that they wanted the whole series in 78 and that 
everyone would benefit. They (Toyota) saw what 
motocross was all about and liked it. We then started 
to negotiate the deal for the series. I met with Bob 
Rudolph (President of the AMA Board of Trustees) 





and (Commissioner of Professional Racing) Doug 
Mockett in late August with a member of my staff to 
confirm that five sponsors were mine, among them 
Toyota, Citicorp, Schlitz and Coca-Cola and one 
other. 

“The Toyota deal progressed to the point where 
they said ‘all we need is budget approval and we're all 
set.’ They were to give $10,000 to each promoter with 
a non-televised event and $20,000 to those with 
television plus PR and advertising support. There 
was also to be a $50,000 rider point fund. Everything 
was looking beautiful. 

“The only thing I can surmise is that Mockett got 
wind of how well it was going because I got a letter 
from him telling me that I did NOT have an 
agreement with the AMA for the Toyota deal. I was 
to hold off and not do anything until they formulated 
a written contract which I never got. I wrote back 
that once you have a deal and you are working on it, 
you don’t just tell someone that all of a sudden they 
don’t have a deal. You don’t do that. We had a deal 
even though it wasn’t a written contract at that 
point. 

“At that point Mockett was very, very smart. He 
got me into a hassle on the TV rights for my 
Anaheim Supercross event. Television has charac- 
teristically and historically been the property of the 
promoter and the promoter has been the one to sell 
the rights--although that is in direct conflict of the 
sanction agreement which states that the AMA owns 
the television rights. It has been standard practice by 
the promotor to sell it since the AMA didn’t have the 
time or talent to work on the deals. 

“Frankly, I think that if we had to give the TV 
away we should do it to get TV hooked on racing. 
Then we sell it. That is not the prevailing attitude 
with Doug. He wants tons of money the first time in 
and that is why we are going to have problems get- 
ting TV interested. 

“Back to the Anaheim deal: Mockett came to me 
after I had notified him of my NBC contract and said 
that I didn’t have the right to sell the TV rights and 
to send him the contract. Without going into detail, 
there were at least a dozen pieces of correspondence 
and $2,200 worth of legal fees on my part plus easily 
as much on the AMA's part. The outcome was that I 
owned the TV and Mockett didn’t have the right to 
screw around with it. Why did it take that kind of 
crap? Why did he have to assert himself to that 

int? 

“I then learned that after telling me to hold off'on 





the Toyota deal, Doug dug into it. There is a strange 
connection here between Mockett and a Mr. Mike 
Kasino, who is apparently very close with Doug. 
Doug had apparently let Mr. Kasino know that I was 
close to closing the Toyota deal and he went in and 
picked up the deal after Mockett had told me to hold 
off on it and put it together. 

“Doug called me in the middle of November to tell 
me that the Toyota deal was finalized for the Super- 
cross Series. I told him there would be some problems 
on my commission because I had a contract and I put 
a lot of work into that deal. I then asked him what 
did he sell them? He told me. I stated that he had 
sold them something which he didn’t own. Like signs 
in the stadiums, Toyota’s name on the series and in 
all the advertising etc. I told him; When are you 
going to learn. This is just like why I had to let you go 
when you worked for me. You don’t make deals until 
you own the product you're trying to sell.’ 

“We'll get it worked out,” he told me. That is 
Doug's typical explanation for everything. Frankly, 
enough stuff falls through the cracks and sticks to the 
walls that some of it does get handled. 

“Doug sold Toyota the farm and I think they are 
starting to realize it. It is a shame became it is a good 
deal for the riders. Hey, the AMA is getting a big ser- 
vice fee out of this which I would guess to be $30,000 
to $50,000. It doesn’t ring true to me that the AMA 
can go in and pirate a sponsor we developed and put 
the money in their pocket. 

“In motorsports it has been typical that the rider 
owns his sponsors, the promoter owns the event spon- 
sors and the sanctioning body can sell a series sponsor 
to call it something. But they can’t grab one that 
we've got and ram it back down our throats. 

“I contacted Mockett about our problems and of- 
fered him some alternatives: Let the problem ride, 
submit it to arbitration and let them decide if the 
AMA owes me anything, work out a trade whereby I 
would get assurance that another episode like the 
canceling of my Kansas City event wouldn't happen 
or seek some other solution acceptable to both par- 
ties. 

“I got a letter back stating "There's nothing to talk 
about because we don’t owe you anything.’ That is 
not the way to assuage a promoter who feels he has 
gotten the shaft by his sanctioning body. 


“Then Toyota called wanting me to sign off my 
clause as their exclusive motocross agent. I told them 
if I did that I would have no protection from the 


AMA and that was why I wanted it in the first place. 


When I told them that, they said they were ready to 
cancel the whole deal. I didn’t want to be the cause 
of that. So we worked out a compromise. 


“Now let me tell you what Doug is doing with Mr. 
PiBB. He signed an agreement with me which 
stipulated my commission to be 20% of the real value 
- the cash, media conversion and the rest - up to 
$100,000, 25% up to $250,000 and 33 1/3% above 
that to give me an incentive to sell a big package. 
The PiBB package amounts to about $200,000. 
Doug has now told me that they can’t live with the

agreement they structured. I agreed to negotiate 
for what they could afford. He basically said they 
couldn't afford anything. We finally made a deal in 
November for $12,500 with two stipulations. I was to 
be paid by January 31 and I would not have to be in- 
volved in any of the routine business of the sponsor- 
ship. 

“That weekend Coke called me asking what was 
wrong; that Mockett had called and tried to cancel 
their contract. We got together immediately and put 
the deal back together. I then called AMA President 
Bob Rudolph and explained that Mockett had told 
Coke they did not have the option to renew their con- 
tract; that the AMA would decide on renewals. Boy, 
when you sell a big sponsor, they want the option, 
they want a long term deal. 

“Later, I got a contract from Doug for payment of 
the $12,500 commission, but cancelling any fur- 
ther contracts (with Coca-Cola/Mr. PiBB) upon 


payments, 


“As we stand now, I haven't beenpaid and we are at 
an impasse. He wants me to drop the Coke deal. He 
has unequivocally said I won't be paid on any other 
contracts. He will not discuss Toyota or anything 
else. 

“For him to tell methat kind of crap burns my butt. 

“It’s the same situation in other places. They wrote 
me for a financial statement. Hey, I’ve been doing 
these promotions since 1971 and now all of a sudden 
they need a financial statement? Why? All it does is 
point to the fact that Mockett has singled me out for 
harassment because I'm one of the most vocal 
promoters. He wants to quiet me down by trying to 
intimidate me. I guess he figures that if he keeps me 
busy enough then I can’t go out and sell sponsors and 
television packages which would detract from his 
crown, so to speak. Hell, I'm egotistical and I want 
credit where credit is due. But I can’t see why Doug 
(or the AMA) and I can’t work together based on our 
agreements. All I want is that whatever agreements 
we have, we have. I don’t need any new agreements, 
but when I make a deal I want to know it is a deal. It 
gets frustrating and discouraging when you continue 
to hammer your head against a brick wall. 

“I have a reputation for being a real grinder. I 
push and push to make a deal and when I make one 
IT IS A DEAL. If it goes bad and I didn’t do it right 
I've still got a deal. People aren't doing business that 
way anymore. 

“Now Doug is a very egotistical guy. So am I. He 
sees me selling more sponsors and TV than he does 
and that takes some of his thunder away. He's too lit- 
tle a person to say ‘Hey, why don’t we work together 
and really do some business.’ He would rather belittle 
what I'm doing for the sport. I honestly feel that he is 
trying to detract from what I’m doing so that he will 
look good. Frankly Doug has some great ideas. It is 
just the way he goes about things. I was very ap- 
prehensive when I heard Doug was being considered 
for the job of commissioner of professional racing. 
Truthfully, I thought it was a joke. 

“Let's talk about the riders. I know that some are 
upset with what they think Fm making from my 
events. I’ve asked the riders if they wanted to invest in 
one of the stadium events. I'd be glad to give them 
one, although obviously not the Superbowl or the 
others I have on which 1 am starting to make money.

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The Anaheim event lost a little over $200,000 in two 
years. I made $28,000 this year and that is without 
Jimmying the books at all. That is what was left from 
the actual costs including the administration of run- 
ning Anaheim which was essentially a sellout. When 
you make $28,000 on a $250,000 investment without 
any salary for yourself then nobody is getting too rich 
let me guarantee you. 

“I know the riders aren't getting enough yet and 
that is where the sponsors come in. But we are not 
going to get big sponsors if we don't show a unified 
position. Coke has to know that I am not satisfied 
that I'm not getting paid my commission. By the 
same token Coke is going to find out real quick that 
several of the Mr. PiBB National promoters are not 
at all happy. If we want to keep the sponsors happy 
we've got to have someone responsible enough at the 
AMA to make the promoters feel comfortable. 

“I have to recognize that I'm an abrasive person, 
but sometimes abrasiveness comes with persistence. 
In 1972-73 I was criticized for taking motocross out 
of the hills; that it wasn’t pure anymore. It was a 
decision of whether we wanted $10,000 purses for the 
rest of our life or did we want national exposure, big 
crowds and the rest. I think many people have come 
to realize now that through my efforts, and sub- 
sequently Pace Management and Bill France at 
Daytona, that we've brought a lot more attention to 
motorcycling; good positive attention. 

“Let me explain a few things. I could probably 
draw 10,000 people with just a calendar ad in Cycle 
News. The next 10,000 would cost around $2 a head 
(in advertising monies) to convince them to attend. 
The next 10,000 cost a little more and so on to where 
convincing that spectator to come to the race is ac- 
tually costing more than you realize from his ticket 
price. 

“It’s the law of diminishing return. Unfortunately, 
you never really know where that is. Advertising is a 
very inexact science. I know I draw more spectators 
(than other promoters) because I spend more money. 


_ But could I draw the same amount by spending a 


third less and make more money? You never know. 
That’s another one or the business aspects the riders 
don’t understand. 

“Hey, get me an investor willing to risk a quarter 
million dollars of his money with the chance of 
making about a 10% return and I'll take every one 
you can find because I'd rather not risk my own 
money. Don't bother looking. You can't find many 
who would take a high risk venture like ours which 
could conceivably be rained out and put their 
money into it. 

"The riders have reason to be a little mad after 
seeing a big crowd. But what they don't realize are 


"some of the business aspects of promoting. At 


Anaheim and the Coliseum we have to put sawdust 
down plus plastic sheeting and all sorts of protective 
things on the playing surface before we can begin to 
build the track. The track at the Coliseum cost 
$123,000 plus our time. For that you get four hours 
use; four hours! Advertising for the event cost 
$224,000 to get those people in the gate. The bottom 
line is that you have four hours to make it or break it.

There is nothing more perishable than an unsold 
ticket on Sunday. (Goodwin's events are all run on 
Saturday night...Editor) 

"People tell me I have a good deal and I do. But 
realistically you have to figure that you have a chance 
of being rained out once every three years. My real 
estate business makes me 80% of my income so I am 
in the fortunate position where I don't have to devote 
a lot of time to that. It leaves me free to spend as 
much time as Ī do with my promotions. Right now 
I'm working on a real estate project that will net me 
$14,000 a month income. It won't argue with me and 
all I have to do to make it work is do a good job. Now 
I think we are doing a good job in motorcycle racing 
yet I probably spend half my time fighting with the 
AMA. 

“I've promoted Rolling Stones, Janis Joplin, Bob 
Dylan and The Band, Donovan, The Doors, Jimi 
Hendrix and a lot of others. Within a year after we 
started business we were the third largest business on 
the west coast. But I was only netting 4% on a 
$4,000,000 gross and I was beating my head against 
the wall. I can’t do any thing halfway. I wish I could 
and just work a 40 hour week, but when I get into 
something it is either all go or all stop. 

“You have to look at the total picture. In Atlanta 
we are going to spend $150,000 in radio advertising. 
Now we have also traded out for an ad package that 
will be worth $400,000. That’s what it takes. I don’t 
have enough cash to buy the advertising it takes to 
sell out Atlanta Stadium. You have to wheel and deal 
and trade to get other sponsors into the deal because 
they see the advantage of being associated with a suc- 
cessful promotion. 

“One of the big problems and a major reason why 
you have to spend so much money on advertising is 
that motocross riders are just not household words. 
The average spectator has no idea of who is who. So 
what we have to do is educate them. One thing that 
the riders don’t realize, whether Mockett will admit it 
or not, is that I'm the one who got them $80,000 in 
point fund monies for this year plus TV monies. The 
AMA shouldn’t care whether it comes out of my 
pocket or whether I can solicit somebody else on how 
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valuable it is to contribute money. I feel quite con- ` 


fident that if you add the point fund monies we are 
repsonsible for, plus our purses and the television 
money, you will come up with a.sum that no other 
promoter in the country can come close to putting in 
the rider's pocket this year. 

“I want the AMA to work. I want it to work so 
much that I applied to be a class “B” member. I feel 
I qualified under the requirements, yet I was turned 
down because I was a promoter and because Doug 
Mockett had told the board that I had threatened 
litigation which I had not. But hell, I may have to 
threaten litigation soon to get some action. I can’t af- 
ford to sue the AMA. They would pull my sanctions 
and jerk me around and a lot of other things all of 
which would be illegal because they would get 
crucified in an anti-trust or monopoly case. I don't 
want to do that. I would rather help our sport grow 
without all this fighting. 

“Tl be candid. On some events like the Superbowl

I make a decent return on the investment. But that is 
because the event has been around a few years. Last 
year for all my events the return was just shy of 4% of 
our gross. I’m not complaining about that because 
with the side benefits and other things it is not as bad 
as it sounds. Let’s add the benefits and say that I 
make 8% on my gross. A normal business should 
make 15% return and we aren't even near that. 

“People see me in my mink coat or driving one of 
my flashy cars and think Goodwin is making a killing 
from promoting. Hey, I deal in antiques. I own part 
of a shop that sells them and I deal in jewels. I have a 
lot of sideline business which are really my main line 
business although they take up only a small percen- 
tage of my time. 


“If I was smart I guess I would dress in jeans all the 
time and pretend that I wasn't making any money, 
but that isn’t my style. I enjoy life and the material 
things money can buy. One of my greatest passions 
right now is spear fishing for world record fish. I have 
people who do research for me on where I can locate 
the habitats of the biggest fish. I fly all over the world 
to dive for them. I hold four records at the moment 
and I’m always on the look for more. 

“Enough about myself. Few people realize that 
stadium events aren't just races anymore; they are 
entertainment spectacles and a part of the total aura 
of the motorcycle business. In short, racing by the 
factories involved contributes to selling bikes. 

“As you can probably can tell I’m impatient and 
nothing comes fast enough for me. I see my costs 
skyrocketing with requests for wider tracks and 
bigger purses which I can do anytime I see my profits 
going up. (Do you know that it costs between $10 and 
$15,000 just to widen one of the tracks five feet? 
That's a fact.) But that sure is hard to do when Doug 
Mocket takes $20,000 out of my pocket for each of 
my three televised events. That's $60,000 there plus 
I've gotten no commission for doing either the Mr. 
PiBB or Toyota sponsorship. The canceling of my 
Kansas City (Supercross) date cost me $30,000 and 
that is just plain lost. So now I have to make 
$120,000 just to get to the point that I would have 
been had not Doug Mockett interfered. I know I'll 
never make $120,000 this year. It boils down to one 
reason and it keeps cropping up. For some reason or 
another, Doug Mockett seems to have a personal 
vendetta against me. Everybody thought I was going 
to hold one against him. 

"Let's go'back to the Anaheim TV problem which 
led to the re-affirmation that the promoters do own 
the television rights as long as we pay the riders and 
the AMA an equitable fee. Frankly, the fee is too 
high. It is characteristic in the motorsports business 
that the sanctioning body takes 10%; the riders get 
35% and the promoter gets the balance. This is 
because the promoter pays the cost of doing the 
televising. As an example, the Anaheim expenses 
were $2,239 for extra lighting, trips to the network in 
New York and the business that goes with conviricing 
them to buy your product. 

"Now there are over 50 major events on tap this 
year and if a network buys three from me then I've 
got to be doing something right - either I'm the best 
salésman or I have the events which are the most at- 
tractive for a television audience. I feel I deserve a 
bonus for that. If I spend enough money to get a sell 
out crowd - and that is one reason that they buy my 
events - then I should get a bigger piece. 

"The AMA doesn't consider that. They put a thing 
together that the riders get the first $5,000 against 
35% which is fair. But then the AMA gets the next 
$5,000 against 25% and the promoter gets what is 
left and pays his own expenses. 

“Is there a remedy? I don’t know. If Mockett has a 
one year no cut contract perhaps there isn’t. The 
AMA was in a situation where they felt they made a 
mistake with Barry Best and let him go. Maybe they 
don’t want to admit they made the same mistake 
(with Mockett) twice. Isn't it better to admit you 
made a mistake early and get the damn thing out of 
the way before it drags you to the bottom. You know 
what kind of mess we could be in six months from 
now? Mockett is such a deterrent to the sport that I'd 
be willing to say to the AMA ‘Hey, forget my Toyota 
deal; get rid of Mockett.’ That isn’t just because I 
don’t like Doug. 

“A lot of people ask why am I the most vocal. 
Maybe I can afford to be the most vocal because the 
AMA is not as likely to pull some funny business with 
me as with others. Mockett can harass the hell out of 
me, but he knows that the minute they start jerking 
my sanctions on some unfounded basis he'll be in 
court real fast. Now that is not threatening legal ac- 
tion. I’m just making him aware of the repercussions 
of certain actions. You can’t just use arbitrary 
situations to tell someone to toe the line or we'll take 
your sanction away. I could go on and on about it. 
Look, I've got a letter here asking for a financial 
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statement. I don’t believe they've asked anyone else. 
Heck, when you apply for a sanction they're glad 
you've applied. If they asked every promoter for a 
financial statement and evaluated them, there would 
be very, very few promoters. 


“Doug doesn’t have an easy job, I know that. He - 


has just made a very fantastic move for the sport, one 
that I am not at liberty to discuss because it was in a 
private conference and they said that if it leaked to 
the press they would cancel. In any event, when you 
hear about it I think you'll agree that Doug made one 
heck of a deal. I think it is frought with some terrible 
pitfalls and it will take a very good logistics guy 
which Doug is not - to pull it off. 

“There is another problem in that. The board of 
trustees doesn’t want to become involved in the day 
to day business. Maybe they've heard enough of Mike 
Goodwin. Maybe they think that if things are as bad 
as I say then why haven't other people started com- 
plaining. There are a variety of reasons. How many 
full time motocross promoters are there? Who else is 
selling as much TV as I do or sponsors or who has 
perhaps a personal conflict wth Mockett? I’ve got to 
have more interplay with AMA so therefore more 
problems. Probably the biggest thing is that I've got 
a lot of pride and don't take being stabbed lying 
down. If something is going wrong I’m going to bitch 
about it. 


“Frankly, that can be a personal fault because it 
will cost me more sometimes than doing the 
politically expedient thing and going and talking to 
the person and taking the easy way in straightening 
things out. I'm not like that. I take the bull by the 
horns. If I screw up, I want somebody to tell me. 
That is one thing that is going to hold me back, I 
think, from being extremely successful in this 
business because it is so cliquish and I'm not a 
socializer. I don’t really have the friends in the 
business. 

“If I could convince myself to back off the prin- 
ciple a bit and do things the easy way Id make a lot 
more money and a lot more friends and things would 
be easier for me. But that's just not the way I 
operate. A lot of people say Goodwin is too tough. 
Well, Goodwin zs tough. Goodwin drives a hard 
bargain and he’s abrasive. But I'd like to hear from 
anybody out there that has had a contract with me 


that I haven't lived up to. They may say Goodwin 
doesn't pay enough purse monies or he’s tight with 
his complimentary tickets. Well I run things as a 
business and it is a business and I'm going to be this 
way the rest of my life. If it holds me back, then it 
holds me back. 

«I wish is that I could get an audience with some 
responsible people with an open mind from the 
board of trustees. If they would just say, "Mike, 
you're right or you're wrong, or ‘Doug, you didn’t 
take this into consideration,’ or ‘Doug, you're doing a 
good job with everyone but Goodwin and because of 
the past problems between you, maybe Goodwin 
should deal with DiPrete.’ Or whatever. There has to 
be some solution besides a folder filled with four in 
inches thick worth of correspondence. 


“One thing the riders don’t realize, whether 
Mockett will admit it or not, is that I’m the 
one who got them $80,000 in point fund 
monies for this year plus TV money.” 


“I've said it before. They have to get rid of 
Mockett. Doug, like I’ve said, is the only person I've 
met who is more abrasive with the people he has to 
work with than I am. The thing is I'll accept 
abrasiveness anytime as a side effect of compentency. 
But he isn’t competent. Now, he is competent in con- 
vincing the board of trustees that he is doing a fine 
job so he is doing a heck of a job in that respect. Talk 
to anyone of the promoters out there and he's 
stroking them. 


“Most of them fear repercussions and won't tell 
you anything like I will. I’m sure I’m going to get 
hauled to task over this article but, damn, the problem 
is hurting our sport. If nothing else, let’s say Im 
imagining all the problems which I think you can see 
that I'm not imagining all of them. It pays me to be 
paranoid and I check things out. The other guys 
really fear the repercussions, I know I've talked to 
them. They say ‘Hey, I can’t afford to have my sanc- 
tion jerked.’ I tell them that the AMA is not going to 
jerk your sanction if you have a legitimate complaint 
and you handle it the right way. The AMA is going 


to to work with you because it is for the good of the © 


sport. About a year and a half ago I submitted a 
report to the AMA with ideas and suggestions on a 
number of things including the change in the super- 
cross format, which included a lot of things that 
Mockett is trying to initiate right now. In fact I was 
offered the job of racing commissioner. (This was 


“behind closed doors frankly and nobody will 


probably admit to eyer offering it to me because they 
said ‘We'll have a lot of problems with you because 
you are such a maverick. But we know one thing, 
you'll get things done.) I told them that I couldn’t af- 
ford to work for them for the price - which was a 
legitimate salary - because it would mean giving up 
my real estate business. It would also have caused a 
conflict of interest with my Supercross events and I 
have too much of myself invested in those to quit. I 
also knew that I probably wouldn't last because the 
way I would want to do things would probably upset 
too many people. 

Maybe I would have encountered the same 
problems as Mockett. I don’t know. But I do know 
that the first person you had better take care of is the 
promoter because he is your retailer. The AMA puts 
a program together as a manufacturer and sells them 
to the promoter/retailer to sell before they've con- 
sulted with him on what his needs are. 

“Stadium events, even though they have not been 
“pure” motocross, have helped spawn growth in 
other areas. The problem is that the AMA, in some 
situations, has tunnelvision and can only think of in- 
creased purses and such. The natural terrain 
promoter is in a bind with the purse increases and 
splitting of their stars to only one championship 
class. I think there are going to be some disasters this 
year, some real disasters. But 1978 is going to be a 
big year for motorcycling. However, it could be a big 
“good” year or a big “bad” year. 

“It all depends on the board of trustees respon- 
sibility and how they curtail the problems that Doug 
Mockett is causing. Getting rid of Mockett, however, 
is not going to solve the problems completely because 
the board has to get into a mental attitude that the 
promoters are.important. We want to feel like part of 
the family. We should be. We deliver a lot of 
revenue. Damn, my company has spent over five 
million dollars since 1971 when we got into motor- 
cycling. Think of what the rest have spent. o

It was another great day for the 
National Minicycle Association, 
since well over 300 mini moto- 


crossers came to race in the second 
World Mini Grand Prix qualifying 
event. The race was held at Saddle- 
back Park and included a range of 
bikes from the 50cc Junior cycles to the 
not-so-Mini 250s. 

In the first race of the 100cc Stock 
Expert class, John Whelchell showed 
why he’s one of the select U.S. Suzuki 
factory riders by making it around in 
the number one spot for an 
unchallenged win. Tom Wilson picked 
up his tail wind and followed him 
across for second and Tim Hines 
galloped across for third. 

In the second moto Hines led off the 
line with Whelchell following close 
behind. Whelchell had to bulldoze his 
way out front to get the number one 
spot which he did. Hines, riding bike 
number 57, was catching up fast. If 
only he and someone else had 
sandwiched Whelchell, I could have 
come up with a great line like, “Hines 
57 poured it on to catch-up and 
sandwich Whelchell.” But that's not 
the way it happened. Hines did pass 
Whelchell again though, and pulled 
way out front to win. Whelchell still 
got first overall and Hines took second 
for the day. Wilson finished third. 


Dery Dircks came all the way from 
Phoenix, AZ, to dominate the first 
race of the 125cc Modified class. 
Dircks, riding for DG, pulled way out 
front and won uncontested. Tim Hines 
landed in second behind Dircks, but 
went home with first overall because 
he won in the second moto. Dircks fell 
back to third for second overall place 
spot and Tom Wilson finished number 
two in the second race for third 
overall. 


The first moto of the 83cc Modified 
Expert event saw Eric Kehoe jump to 
the holeshot but misfortune grabbed 
the wheels right out from under him 
and he slid out early in the race. Steve

hold it. The order at the end of the 
first race was Schmitz, Whelchell, and 
Brady.

Brady came out first, 
Whelchell held onto second and 
Schmitz took third. 

An interesting race with unexpected 
results developed in the 50cc Modified 
class when Mike Healy blew everyone 
away by rolling up to the line on a 
RM50 Suzuki. The field was 
dominated by Italjets, which 
supposedly outclass the Suzukis, but 
Healy flew through the checkers in the 
number one spot both times around 
proving that the rider, not the bike, 
makes the difference. 

The World Mini Grand Prix will be 
held at Racing World March 24, 25, 
and 26, and will include racers from 
five countries and 50 states all trying 
for the $10,000 in trophies, prizes, 
awards and bikes. The event is 
sponsored by Yamaha and sanctioned 
by the NMA. Riders who have 
participated in two qualifiers are 
assured a spot in the grand prix 
lineup. Those who ride in only one 
qualifier have a one point priority and 
all others will be entered on a first 
come, first serve basis. Applications 
must be postmarked no later than 
March 15. A pre-grand prix event will 
be held at Racing World on March 12, 
and will be the only time that entries 
can run the course before the actual 
race.
